A coop deal of discusston is taking place just now on the 
conduct of some Jews engaged in certain trades. 
Jewish hair-dressers, who are permitted, under the 
law, to open their business on Sunday, provided 
that they close on ‘the Jewish Sabbath, are said 
io be evading the Act by various species of trickery. One ruse 
alleged against them is the opening of two shops, one of which 
observes the Jewish and the other the Gentile day of rest. In 
this way the proprietor gets the best of both worlds. In order to 
carry out the scheme, the alternative shop, it is stated, is sometimes 
registered in the name of a different member of the family. We 
have no knowledge as to the extent to which evasion is practised 
but there seems little, if any, doubt that it exists, and, that being 
so, we have to say that such conduct is indignantly reprobated by 
the Jewish community. [tt constitutes a scandalous piece of double 
dealing, an act of gross inconsiderateness to non-Jewish competitors 
legitimately anxious to preserve their own sacred day, and an 
attitude of callous indifference to Jews in the same and in othe, 
businesses whose exemptions under law may be rescinded if the 
present malefactors will not curb their greed. 


SUNDAY 
TRADING 


IN the ‘other trade to which we refer—baking—no exemption i- 
granted. The trade is simply governed by the 
Bread Acts of 1823 and 1836, which restrict the 
baking and delivery of bread on Sunday. In this 
case Jews are said not only to trade on Saturday 
but to bake bread and open their premises on Sunday also, sendiny 
their product many miles into the suburbs to Jewish and othe: 
chandler shops which trade on the Christian day of rest. The 
practice is a threat to our relations with non-Jewish fellow citizens. 
and is apparently only rendered possible by the reluctance of! 
the local authorities to put into operation the machinery of 
antiquated laws. We believe that the great majority of ou: 
co-religionists who are engaged in the industries in question 
have no sympathy with the offenders, and we are glad that steps 
are being taken to endeavour, by agreement with the 
traders, to mitigate or eliminate the abuse. We have heard of no 
similar action with regard to the hair-dressers, but we have again to 
insist that the law is the law and must be observed. If it is not, 
then there will be little case against those who may demand tha! 
the whole system of Jewish.exemptions should go by the board as 
an irritating and discredited futility.

We gather. that 
some action on this vital matter is contemplated immediately, 
and that something will be heard on the subject at an early meeting 
of the Deputies. It is to be hoped that there will be no dilatoriness, 
or silly questioning about the “ purview” of the Board. Our good 
name, and the cause of Jewish philanthropy, are in question. The 
less delay the sooner mended! 


THERE is one paragraph in Mr. Witte’s letter which calls for 
special notice. In our comments upon the whole 
“ affaire ’ we raised the question of the Melchett 
Memorial Fund which was launched for the 
benefit of the Commercial Road Talmud Torah, and with which 
distinguished non-Jews were associated. Nothing, to our know- 
ledge, has ever been said about the progress of this fund, and 
we are quite unaware as to how the collection fared under 
the bad old regime. Mr. Witte now tells us, however, that, 
to his “astonishment,” when he and his colleagues consulted 
some leading members of the Community, they were advised 
that they could not have the name of Lord Melchett and “such 
other dignitaries” dragged into any puble scandal, and that in their 
opinion the Melchett Memorial Fund must “die a natural death.” 


HUSH HUSH! 
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If the Fund has been garotted and plundered, and bas expired as the 
result of ill-treatment, it is a quaint misreading of the facts and 
abuse of language to bring in a verdict of “death from natural 
causes,’ and we can quite understand Mr. Witte’s “ astonishment” 
at the advice he received. For our part, we believe that the very 
fact, if fact it be, that the Fund has been embezzled, demands that 
the Community as a whole should show the non-Jews identified with 
it that it is not prepared to condone the offence, and that the crime 
is repugnant to the Jewish conscience. Nor need any hurt to the 
good name of the gentlemen in question arise from an exposure of 
the facts. There is something feeble and disquieting in this 
cultivation of privacy in high quarters. We want the daylight !

TEACHING THE ART OF USING LEISURE 
The Lord Mayor of London, the two Sheriffs and the Mayor of 
Stepney, accompanied by their wives, received an. ovation which 
they will not easily forget when they visited the Bernhard Baron 
St. George's Jewish Settlement on Monday evening, the occasion 
being the unveiling by the Lord Mayor of a portrait of the Warden, 
‘Mr. Basil L. Q. Henriques, J.P., which was subscribed for at a 
concert recently held in aid of the Settlement. ° 

The distinguished visitors made a thorough inspection of all the 
manifold activities of the Settlement. The inspection lasted nearly an 
hour-and-a-half, in the course of which the Lord Mayor evinced the 
keenest interest in everything he saw. He was also delighted with the 
exhibition of physical culture, dancing and various other forms of enter- 
tainment which was given by the boys and girls of the clubs attached to 
the settlement. Songs of welcome specially written by Mrs. Henriques 
were a feature of the proceedings. 

At the conglusion of the tour, Mr. HENRIQUES said that the Lord Mayor 
and Lady Mayoress had been able to see for themselves a little of the 
work of the clubs where they tried to produce fit citizens in every respect 
~—-wise in mind and fitin body. But they knew they could not do these 
things without the help of religion. Religion stood first and foremost with 
them in their work, and they tried to live as brothers to the glory of God 
and to the service of man. He asked his lordship to allow him to bestow 
upon him honorary membership of the Oxford and St. George’s Clubs. Mr. 
Henriques thereupon presented the Lord Mayor with the Clubs’ ; 

The LORD MAYoR, after thanking Mr. Henriques, said that one of the 
ideals of their Clubs seemed to be to teach them how to use their leisure 
hours profitably. He had seen paintings, drawings, carpentry and dress. 
making, the creation of which made them happy. In the Corporation of 
the City of London they had no parties, no politics and no creeds. They 
stood for the greatest city in the world, which they loved so well ; and he 
hoped they would all remember the duty of living up to its traditions. He 
wished them every success in the great work that was being done at their 
Clubs.

Judaism is Dead 
in Russia !” 


HAT is happening to the Jewish creed in the land of the 
Soviets has been a subject of disputation. Some said this: 
Soviet apologists said that. And from all the controversy the 
bewildered reader drew the conclusion that he did not know, but 
that things looked bad. Mr. Philip S. Bernstein, writing in the 
May issue of the (American) B’nat B'rITH MAGAZINE, has no doubts 
on the matter. Judaism in Russia is dead, he declares. It has 
accompanied Christianity into the common barial-ground of religion. 
This uncompromising assertion he makes after two visits to the 
scene of spiritual slaughter, separated by an interval of five years. 
He has examined the victim himself and, upon the evidence, pro- 
nounces life extinct. The fact, if fact it be, is probably the most 
momentous in a Jewish era packed with tragic happenings. It is 
necessary to cite Mr. Bernstein's testimony. If it is false, it can be 
contradicted. 


EK have constantly been told that the Soviet constitution 

- guarantees liberty of religious worship. But, says Mr. 
Bernstein, the Government do not make it easy. For instance, 
the beadle of the large Synagogue at Leningrad states that 
he never turns on the electric lights in the building because the 
authorities charge a rate for religious observances that is ten times 
as high ag that for other purposes. A small point? Perhaps. But 
only recently came news to London of something much more 
serious—-the wholesale closure and confiscation of Synagogues. In 
one place alone—Dnepropetrovsk, with a Jewish population of over 
100,000—the Synagogues, which at one time numbered forty-five, 
have been reduced to three small survivors, seating only 760 
persons, situated on the fringe of the town and, therefore, bard 
to reach, especially for the older folk, the Old Guard of Russian 
Judaism. These proceedings were not taken by the Central 
Government, but by the local authorities. Nazis in Germany 
also set the Metropolitan Government at defiance, but we do 
not exonerate their leaders on that account. The local men 
have been ordered to stop the confiscations, pending an investi- 
gation to establish whether the action was taken in accordance with 
the law which requires that the demand for the closing of places of 
worship must come from the worshippers themselves. I wonder 
how many of the dispersed 43 congregations of Dnepropetrovsk 
went on their knees to the local mandarins and begged for the 
shutting of their Synagogues. I wonder, in fact, how their wishes 
are ganged at all! aaa: 


UT, to return to Mr. Bernstein. The children are, of course, 
always the most promising material for such a campaign as he 
alleges to have occurred—their minds are unformed and susceptibie. 
The little ones, our writer says, were forbidden formal religious 
instruction until they reached the age of eighteen. Every instrument 
of education and propaganda was employed to teach them that 
Religion is a delusion and a snare, and the opiate of the people. In 
the schools they were warned that if they set foot in a Church or 
Synagogue they were traitors to the revolution. “ As a consequence, 
children avoid everything religious. Young people, and particularly 
Jewish youth with its peculiar intensity, are even fiercer enemies 
of Religion than their fathers. ‘They seem to have learned well 
the lesson of the posters that I saw in scores of nurseries and 
schools: ‘ Religion is a poison. Keep it away from us’ The youth 
of Russia is delivering the last decisive blow in the battle against 
Religion.’ The result is, says Mr. Bernstein, that Synagogues are 
empty. Perhaps that is why the local officials are closing them 
down. They have robbed them of their congregants. The few that 
remain open, we are told, are attended, except on the Holy-days, 
by a handful of old men and beggars. Rarely does one see a young 
person. Not only that, but according to our writer there is not a 
single Hebrew school in Russia. They have all been abolished by 
Government decree. Can this extremely serious statement be true ? 
As for the Sabbath, the five-day week, which makes it necessary 
for most people to work on Saturday, has not helped to preserve it. 
A few people still attempt to observe Kashruth. One can no longer 
purchase a Kasher meal in any of the Russian cities. And “the net 
result of this entire programme has been the destruction of the 
religion of Judaism in Russia. We shall soon see, for the first time in 
the history of our people, a community of three million Jews living 
without Judaism.” Iam quoting Mr. Bernstein’s words. At the 
same time, Zionism, which might have helped to keep the people 
together, has been ruthlessly suppressed. Zionism has been made 
-a@ crime to be visited with severe punishment, The consequence 
is that all interest in it has vanished. Most of the boys and girls 


Mr. Bernsiein met were either ignorant of it or opposed to it. Only 
a few of the older people still cherished in secret the ancient dream. 
“ Zionism is dead in Russia!”’

OR does all this exhaust the catalogue of misfortunes. With 
Religion and Zionism going or gone, assimilation proceeds 
apace. I have once before called attention to the growth of inter. 
marrionge. In the article to which I am referring, we are informed 
that it has increased tremendously. “ The Jewish children, I am 
told,” writes Mr. Bernstein, “do not think of themselves as Jews. 
That they were born of Jewish parents seems no more significant to 
them than that they were born of parents whose eyes were blue. The 
Jews of Russia are being completely assimilated.” Mr. Bernstein 
tells @ significant story of a conversation with the editor of the 
Yiddish daily in Kiey. He told this individual that he wanted to 
talk to him because they were fellow-Jews. Fellow-Jews! 
exclaimed the editor, “ what does that mean? That is an insigni. 
ficant accident. What are your social and economic views? If 
they are different from mine, | will oppose you none the less 
because you, too, happen to be born of Jewish parents.” Under the

It is strange to visit a 
country where there is no Jewish problem and no one worrying or

school in Tsarskoe Selo. “Think of it,’ he said, and in his eyes 
there was a kind of mischievous smile, as though it was a great joke 
he was playing on somebody, “ think of it, a Jewish shoester’s grand- 
son living in the Tsar's palace |” 


UT at what cost has all this been achieved? Russian Jewry has 

bartered its faith for liberty, if all that our author says be true. 

It is a tremendous price to pay for elementary human rights—and a 

sad anti-climax to the heroic martyrdom which the same community 

bore unflinchingly under the rigours of the Tsarist regime. Whaf 

has the new deliverance meant to the faithful, in poignant spiritual 
(Continued on nest page).

“Whither Jewry ?” 


THE DANGERS OF MATERIALISM 


Under the auspices of the Committee of Phe Friends of Dos Freig 
WorT a Symposium on “Whither Jewry ?’’ was held at the Holborn 
Restaurant on Tuesday evening. Major H. L. NATHAN, M.P., presided. 

Mr. WICKHAM STEED said that in the comparatively recent past 
many Jews had run after this or that doctrine or philosophy which 
maintained that economic or material interests lay at the root 
of everything and that the materialist interpretation of history 
alone explained history. This pernicious heresy had done more to 
bring Jewry into disrepute than anything else that had happened 
during the past fifty years in the world. What was the claim of Jewry to 
the respect of Mankind? That it proclaimed belief in one God, that it 
proclaimed a doctrine and a religion of sincerity in the worship of that 
God and of His law, and that it stood before the world as the people of 
the law-—-the people that would suffer the most appalling persecution for 
its faith, quite irrespective of whether that faith brought it wea'th or 
poverty. ‘The apostasy of many Jews from the spiritual principles of 
Jewry had had not a little todo with the way in which Jewry was regarded 
in the world to-day. Mr. Steed appealed to Jews to close their ranks and 
fight for the fundamental rights of all free human beings and join hands 
with those of them who felt that western liberal! civilisation was at stake 

Colonel WEDGWoOOD, M.P., urged thatit was about time that the Jewish 
people became united. The sooner the Jews had Palestine behind them 
and Great Britain behind Palestine, the better it would be for the Jews 
who were not in Palestine. 

The Rev. M. L. PERLZWEIG predicted that more and more at the 
centre of Jewish life, thought, activity and aspiration would be Palestine 
where the Jewish spirit would be given the opportunity of making its 
contribution to human progress. 

Dr. Ceci, Rotu asked whether Zion could provide the direct solution 
to the problem of the 15,000,000 to 17,000,000 Jews in the world to-day 
He did not believe that was possible. It seemed to him that the problem 
with which they were confronted was not the Jewish problem, but the 
Gentile problem. Jews were, after all, not very different from those around 
them. They were very much the same as all other people, only more so, 
The problem which they had to face was not so much in the position and 
condition of the Jew as in the mentality of those by whom they were 
It seemed to him that the solution, if there was a solution 
lay in their becoming once more a “ balanced’’ people —a people roote:! 
in the soil, a people that. had its proletariat. What they wanted 
in short, was a Zionism extended throughout the world. Th 
wanted this happy, contented peasantry of Palestine in the countries o! 
Europe andof America. It was a vast task. It was a task of restoring a 
balanced economy to the Jewish people, of rescuing them from the work 
shops and the banking houses and putting them back on the soil. 

Mr. ANDREW MACLAREN stressed the fact that social justice was the 
basic rock of Jewish thought and philosophy of which the world was s» 
much in need to-day. They were the custodians of the law. He prayed 
that God might give them more power in their fight. 

Dr. I. N. STEINBERG moved a vote of thanks to the Chairman and th 
speakers, and paid tribute tothe Hon. Secretary of the Committee.

thousands of the poor children who live in cramped environment 
(says the report) is indeed an achievement that cannot fail to appea! 
to everyone. The great aim of the Committee is that no pains 
should be spared to ensure for children the fullest possible benefit of 
the happy hours spent by the sea, or in the country. Teachers, who 
know the needs of the children, are invited to take charge of the 
parties; and it is evident, by the results achieved, that those who 
acted as superintendents devoted themselves wholeheartedly to this 
labour of love.’’. The children were housed in seventeen centres 
The New West End Synagogue Social Service League sent 70 children 
for a month to Bicester, and 232 boys and girls were sent 
to various centres by the Elder Cases’ Committee. The “ Mentor 
Memorial Home, at Herne Bay, was again in great demand as 4 
holiday centre, and it is hopéd that, if sufficient support is forth 
coming from the Community, a second Home of this type will be 
opened. Brief details are given in the Report from the various 
centres where the childrén were housed and al! refer to the undoubted 
happiness of the childrenon holiday. Thesuccess was inno small 
measure due to the assistance given to the Superintendents by the 
local residents.

£1,263 was collected for the Fund. With the aid of this splendid 
contribution, it was possible, this season, for the Committee to 
continue, and to some extent to increase, their great undertaking. 
From the happy and joyous hearts of the many little ones who were 
rescued for a fortnight from their unhealthy surroundings, the Com: 
mittee convey to the proprietors 1nd staf of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
the kiddies’ most grateful thanks. 

The great success of “ Watchman’s ” cfforts must be. regarded as 
an excellent tribute to the memory of “ dear Mentor,” and the Jewish

The Economic Impasse 


FRESH MENACE TO JEWRY 


Scapegoats For Nazi Failure 


With the sharp deterioration of Germany's financial situa- 
tion, marked by the declaration of a moratorium on medium 
and long-term debts and on the service of 
Young Loans, the German crisis now enters a state of utmost. 
tension, with the Nazi Government beset by urgent fears of 
impending downfall... Within the Nazi Movement, the crisis 
is taking the form of a desperate tug-of-war between Right- and 
Left-wing elements. In this crisis, whoever wins or loses, the 
fear is widely held that the inevitable scapegoat will be the Jew. 

The Nazi Press has already started an insidious propaganda cam- 
paign purporting to link up the present currency crisis with the Jews. 
A number of Nazi newspapers claim that the reason the Reichsbank 
1s now short of foreign currency is that the Jews are sending their 
capital abroad. With the spectre of inflation looming ever closer, 
an agitation of this kind may well! prove to be fraught with the 
utmost danger for every Jew in Germany. 

The German Jewish Press is meanwhile at pains to counter 
timilarly inspired moves to saddle the blame on to the Jewish 
boyeott. The C. V. ZRITUNG, under the heading, “ Who is to blame 
for the currency situation ? ” 
District Economic Adviser for the Kurmark. “The somewhat 
difficult currency situation,’ the statement runs “has essentially 
other causes than the generally assumed ones. The Jewish boycott 
is In no way responsible, for it has pitifully collapsed all over the 
world. The real causes are. the fall in commodity prices 
and the rise in prices of raw matertals. The reconstruction of 
Germany led us to import more raw materials than we could export 
commodities for.’ The JURDISCHE RUNDSCHAU quotes a recently 
published book “Germany as Seen by Foreign Eyes: London,’ by 
Wilhelm von Kries, wherein the writer asserts that, the economic 
significance of the Jewish boycott agitation cannot be ‘taken 


. seriously. 


Pogrom as a Diversion? 

This new agitation, it must be borne in mind, is taking place 
against the background of the intensive anti-Jewish campaign of 
Goebbels, Streicher and other Nazi leaders. The recent attack in 
the WESTPAELISCHE LANDESZEITUNG by Wilhelm Kube, the Governor 
of Berlin, who described Jews as “* pest carriers who must be isolated 
and destroyed,” is typical of the line of the Left-wing Nazi extremists. 
The ANGRIFF does its share by keeping up a steady flow of 
comment on alleged examples of Jewish ~ boldness” and ~ impu- 
dence,’ admitting significantly that the Jewish question has become 
less popular of late among certain classes of Germans who are more 
concerned at Germany's unfavourable trade and financial situation. 
Fripericus, of Berlin, makes a downright threat of violence in an 
article by the editor, F. C. Holtz. ~ Uf Jewry, with the toleration or 
with the assistance of the Jews who are in Germany, nevertheless 
continue their lying and slanderous incitements against Germany, 
he writes, “the Jew must not be surprisel if the patience of the 
really long-suffering German people one day suddenly comes to an 
end.” 

The Darby HERALD recently put forth an extraordimary story 
to the effect that the Nazi leaders, alarmed by the rapidly 
growing discontent, were preparing to stage an attempt to murder 
Hitler by “Jewish and Communist conspirators,” in order to 
rekindle enthusiasm for the “ Leader.” .The savage persecution 
which would follow this “frame up” would also be calculated, the 
HERALD considers, to distract attention from economic troubles. 
The “assassin’’ would be a Jew, who would be caught and shot 
while trying to reach the Chancellor, or shot ~ while attempting to 
escape” after arrest. The attempt would be the signal for a wild 
campaign against Jews and Communists and Socialists. “If a shot 
is fired at the Leader,” said Herr Himmler over a year ago, there 
will be such a wave of indignation that we shall have in Germany 
a blood-bath and a pogrom such as there has never been in the 
history of the world.” Herr Himmler is now, under General Goering, 
the head of the Nazi secret police. 7 

Fantastic as this sounds, it reflects the increasingly desperate 
mood of Nazi leaders in Germany to-day. The DAtLy TELEGRAPH 
méanwhile confirms the report that rumours of plots against the 
lives of members of the Government are rife.

incident reported from Berlin last Saturday, when, it is stated, a 
number of Communists openly distributed circulars protesting 
against the treatment of the Communist leader Thaelmann 
in the heart of Berlin’s West End, in front of the Kaufhanus ces 
Westens Department Store (late Tietz). The incident almost 
created a panic, as this was the first time under the Nazi 
regime that Communists had dared to sppear openly in the 
centre of the City. The police immediately searched the entire 
building and made a number of arrests. Aithough the Kaufhaus is 
now owned entirely by Aryans, the news rapidly spread that 
Communist literature was found in the “ Jewish Department Store, ’ 
and an anti-Jewish demonstration by Nazis was started on the 
Kurfuerstendamm. Fortunately the police intervened and the 
demonstration was speedily dispersed.

What makes the situation still graver is that the way is being 
virtually opened to pogromists. For violence is being officially con. 
doned, as for instance, last week, when the District Court at Ansbach, 
in Bavaria, sentenced nineteen persons, mostly Nazis, to terms of 
imprisonment ranging from three to ten months, and acquitted five 
persons in connection with the pogrom at Gunzenhausen on March 
25th, in which, following a public-house brawl], the Jewish population 
was attacked and two Jews lost their lives. The Court further estab- 
lished “ to the exclusion of all doubt” that the two Jewish victimes, 
Rosenfeld, aged twenty, who was found hanged on his garden-fence, 
and Rosenau, aged sixty, who was found with four stabs in his 
breast, committed suicide.’ 

Even such punishment as was meted out to the murderers was 
only the result of the pressure of foreign public opinion, for, the 
authorities tell us, such incidents “do not occur’ in Germany. “There 
are neither Jewish pogroms nor Jewish persecutions in Germany,” 
FRIDERICUS declared last week. . Thus it is that the news has only 
just transpired of an outrage that might have hada similar sequel to 
the Gunzenhausen affray. It occurred in Jiilich, in the Rhineland, 
on May 25th, as related by Germans arriving in Belgium. They 
state that a number of Nazis. armed with revolvers, entered ‘the 
Svnagogue during the Service on May 25th, carried away the Scrolls 
of the Law to the market place and publicly burned them. They 
then danced round the bonfire and sang the Horst Wessel song. 
After the outrage, the Mayor summoned the local Jewish leaders 
and warned them that “the incident must not be divulged abroad, 
as otherwise they would all be sent to a concentration camp.” 

In these circumstances, a “timely ’’ appeal to'the public not to 
smash the windows of Jewish shops is made by German plate glass 
insurance companies. German concerns, it is pointed out, have to 
pay for the damage and thus “the wrong person is barmed.”’ 

‘Lynch the Jews’”’ 

A particularly crude but none the less dangerous appeal .is being 
made by the inciters to racial and sexual instincts. To protect the 
German race from a mixture with inferior blood, Kube recently 
urged, marriage between a German and a.Jew should be forbidden 
by law. A Jew he defines as one with 1) per cent. of Jewish blood 
in his veins. . Sterilisation should be the punishment for those who 
“commit high treason by marrying an Aryan.’ In cases where Jews 
have relations with “ Aryan” women, the STUERMER advocates that 
* the Jews should be hung and the women, if they were consenting 
parties, should be taken to a concentration camps.’ And again,’ A 
mark of shame should be branded on the foreheads of these shame- 
less women, so that no German man may unwittingly marry a girl 
who has been soiled by Jewish blood.” By way of concrete illustration, 
we have the case of the Jew Erich Scheier, who has been sent to a 
concentration camp for four weeks for associating with an “ Aryan 
girl, following an announcement of the engagement in the STUERMER. 
A storm trooper of Dudenhofen, in the Palatinate, who was 
reprimanded by a comrade for walking out witha Jewess and defied 
the warning, has been sentenced to two months’ imprisonment. 
The FRAENKISCHE TAGESZEITUNG, of Nuremberg, reports the trial at 
Rettenbach, Bavaria, of a woman described as a “ race-defiler,’ the 
“Aryan” wife of a Jew named Rosenthal, who rejected the advances 
of an S.A. man. Charged with insulting the S.A., she has been 
sentenced to four months in a concentration camp. Commenting 
upon the case of a Jew named Willi Cohen, of Essen, who was 
sentenced to four months im a concentration camp for having had 
relations with an Aryan’ woman, the STUERMER complains that 
the punishment is alfogether too small for the offence. Offenders 
of this type, it says, should be sent to the gallows and not interned 
in concentration camps. 

According to Pembroke Stephens’ report in the DAmLy Express, 
when blonde Jewesses venture into a café with a Jewish escort, 
storm troopers, sitting at the tables, shout out to the man: “ You 
dirty Jew! Don’t you know better than to defile our race. Go 
home by yourself, and leave German women alone!" Blonde 
Jewesses, he says, now carry their passports and birth certifi- 
cates with them and present them, when their friends are insulted, 
to prove that they are not Germans but Jews. 

And should any voice venture to raise itself against this racial 
incitement, the Nazi press is immediately in full “view-halloo” of 
the “heretic.” The latest victim is Professor Fischer, the Rector 
of Berlin University, who is considered to be an authority on 
“ raceology.” Professor Fischer's “heresy” consisted in a state- 
ment made at Freiburg that Jews were not an inferior race but a 
cultured people on the same level asthe Aryans. The STUERMER 
accordingly calls for a ban on his lectures. 


. Streicher Sets the Pace 

Meanwhile, the Franconian Nazis, t::aded by Streicher, appear 
to be completely out of hand, and direct interference in Jewish trade, 
in flagrant contravention of the official Government injunction, 
has become a matter of course. 

Every Jewish business man in Franconia has now been ordered 
to employ a registered member of the Nazi party in his business. 
This can only be a jumping-off ground for interference on an even

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larger scale. In arecent speech, as reported in the NUERNBERGER 
ZEITUNG, the Franconian propaganda leader, Holz, declared that 
Jewish owners of department stores would not be allowed, in the 
event of bad trade, to dismiss their German employees. There could 
never be any question, he contended, of Jews being leaders of con- 
cerns (Betriebsfuehrer) in Franconia. - 
; The Nazi Trade Organisations in Franconia have issued a warn- 
ing to German mothers not to buy clothes for their children going 
on summer holidays, arranged by the Organisations, from Jewish 
firms. Should children be found to be wearing “ Jewish” clothes, 
they are to be sent back home. The FRAENKISCHE TAGESZEITUNG 
reports that a aumber of Nuremberg and Ftirth tobacconists are still 
getting their supplies from Jewish firms, and threatens to name the 
- guilty parties. The same paper also calls for a boycott of 
Jewish " margarine, following a report in the German Press that 
Henry and Donald Van den Bergh, scions of the international 
Margarine concern, were present at a gathering in the house of the 
London Rothschilds where funds were raised for the German-Jewish 
refugees. 

The PARiseER TAGEBLATT publishes a circular alleged to have 
been sent out confidentially by the Nuremberg Chamber of Com- 
merce, and signed by the President of the Chamber, Schraub, which 
calls for participation in founding a‘ Nuremberg-Fiirth Guarantee 
Bank’ to supply Aryans with the necessary funds for taking over 
Jewish businesses. It reads: | 

*’ The carrying out of the National Socialist programme demands, in 
the economic sphere, not least the pressing back of the Jewish element 
into its due limits. The Franconia District Party has set itself the aim of 
speeding up the realisation of this demand as much as possible. The 
task thus arises for mid-Franconian industry of helping to sce that the 
concerns up to now in non-Aryan hands remain essentially as a source of 
tax and above all-.as a place of work for the German citizens employed 
there. At the same time, means and ways must be found in order to 

' bring about the transference of Nuremberg and Firth undertakings stil! 
in Jewish hands into capable Aryan hands, .. ." (Then come the 
proprosals for the bank), ‘‘We have approached the Bavarian Govern. 
ment and the Municipalities of Nuremberg and Firth with the request 
to take a considerable share in participating in finding this guarantee 
fund. I have already received their consent in principle to support our 
undertaking.’’ 


In this way, Franconia is acting as pacemaker for the rest of © 


Germany, which is less spectacularly but none the less steadily 
following the Franconian lead. An exhibition is being held in Berlin 
under the auspices of the German Clothing Manufacturers Associa- 
tion (° Adefa”’) formed over a year ago with the express purpose of 
driving out the Jews from the clothing industry in which hitherto 
they had played a large part. It has received the generous support 
of the Government and of the various semi-official Nazi organisations 
and it is now displaying the results of its year’s work. The 
exhibition shows, with the aid of statistics, that the “Adefa’”’ has 
made considerable progress and has succeeded in “ driving out the 
Jewish competitor from the market” in many cities. 

Dr. Solmsen, the son of the founder of the Diskonto Bank, now 


amalgamated with the Deutsche Bank, has been compelled to resign 
from the directorship of the Bank as a non-Aryan. 

According to the LerpziGeR NEURSTE NACHRICHTEN, there are 
now ouly 76 Jewish lawyers in Saxony out of a total of 1,747,a 
reduction of 37 per cent. The number of Jewish notaries has been 
reduced to 23, or 7.5 per cent. of the total number, a decrease of 59 
per cent. And even what slender possibilities there remain for 
ex-lawyers to earn their living are to be removed. The Union of 
Nazi Lawyers has issued a warning to law students that the practice 
of many students of engaging Jews to coach them for exaninations 
cannot be tolerated. The German Jewish Press draws the attention 
of German Jewry to the tragic position even of permitted Jewish 
lawyers who are unable to obtain non-Jewish clients. The 
C.-V. ZEITUNG urges the Jewish public that Jews, at least, should 
patronise Jewish lawyers, and cites instances where Jews have 
broken off relations with Jewish lawyers through fear that the 
Court will not give their case an impartial hearing. 

The Organisation of German Artisans has announced that no 
Jews can be admitted to the Apprenticeship Homes established by 
it. The Central Union of Jewish Artisans has appealed to the 
Reichsvertretung der deutschen Juden to establish a special centre 
for Jewish artisanship, in crler to protect Jewish artisans’ rights: 

Under the existing provisions restricting University study for 
Jews, only five per cent. of Jewish students are able te continue 
their studies, says an article on the life and problems of the Jewish 
students in Germany in the JURDISCHLIBERALE ZEITUNG. In Berlin, 


. where there were 1,500 Jewish students, there are now only 300, it 


estimates, including about 100 students of the Institute of Jewish . 
Studies. The biggest reduction is in law and medical studies, and 
both faculties have enrolled very few additional students. 

The Reimann Art School in Berlin has been Nazified. All 
Jewish teachers have been dismissed and replaced by Aryans. 

No Jews took part in the recent Conference, in: Hille, of the 
Kant Society, one of. the founders of which was the Jewish 
philosopher; Hermann Cohen. All Jewish members have “ resigned” 
from the German Psychiatric Society. The Nature Cure Association 
has decided, at its General Meeting in Gleiwitz, Upper Silesia, to 
exclude its remaining Jewish members. 


Collapse of the Small Communities 


The persecution, being much more intense tn the smaller towns 
than in the cities, is rapidly leading to the disappearance of the 
small Jewish communities as a result of the exodus of its members. 
If the pace is kept up, writes the ISRAELITISCHES FAMILIENBLATT, 
the entire system of provincial Gemeindes will collapse. It is 
estimated that in the last six months alone many small com- 
munities have lost from 18 to 20 per cent. of their members and 
about one-third of their income, while the large communities 
in the previnces have lost 15 per cent of their members. 
Many of the smaller communities are being compelled to close 
down. Thus only last week the communities of Hagenbach 
and Samerau in Bavaria announced their liquidation. The extent

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to which the process is also affecting the larger centres is shown by 
statist cs just published for the first quarter of 1934 for the Frank- 
fort community, the second largest in Germany. Altogether it bas 
lost 3,479 persous and gained 1,521 new oncs, wostly from the 
adjoining smaller towns. The community also lost 333 by death 
and bas gained 107 by new births; 178 marriages took plecs during 
the period of which 68 were mixed marriages ; 97 cases are reported 
of per: ons having left Judaism, and 22 of persons joining (mostly 
Catholics), and 44 of those leaving the community (without leaving 
Judaism). 

Speaking last week at a big meeting held in Berlin by the 
Federation of Jewish Communities in Prussia, Dr. Bruno Wovda, 
of the Executive, declared that migration from the smaller towns 
into the cities, especially into Berlin, created a dangerous cougestion 
of the Jewish population. This would have to be altered if they 
were to put Jewish life in Germany on a more healthy foundation. 
The Federation has now voted 227,000 marks for assisting the 
weaker Communities. 

In Franconia, not content with virtually driving out the Jews and 
liquidating the communities by force, the local Nazis, with the 
apparent object of eradicating the traces of Jewish settlement, now 
avow that they will confiscate the Synagogues and convert them 
According 
to reports in the Nazi press, the first step in this direction -has 
already been taken in the town of Sulzbach, near Nuremberg, where 


the local Svnagogue has been confiscated by the authorities 
after the Jewish Community bad dwindled to three families. 


The Reichsvertretung der. deutschen Juden has issued the following 
announcement: “ The Federation of Jewish Communities of Anhalt 
has drawn our attention to erroneous reports about the disposal 
of the Svnagogue in Groebzig, which may suggest that there has 
been anexpropriation. Wetherefore point out that the negotiations 
between the town authorities and the Jewish Community in 
Grroebzig, which are still in progress, were certainly opened by the 
town authorities, but in complete mutual agreement. Fhe Syna- 
gogue is no longer used for worship, because the Jewish Community 
has diminished to only two adult males. The conditions provide 
that the cemetery of the Jewish Community shall remain the 
property of the Community to be maintained by it in perpetuity.” 


Judaism’s Fig’t for Existence 


Parallel with the struggle of the communities to maintain their 
existence is the struggle of German Jewry to maintain its religious 
life in the face of the tremendous difficulties. On the question of 
Sheclita, for instance, a joint meeting of the Union of Orthodox 
Rabbis of Germany and the Orthodox Rabbis Society has been held 
in Berlin to consider the problem of ensuring supplies of Kasher 
meat. It was found impossible to arrive at a decision with regard 
to stunning methods. Meanwhile, the German Ministry of the 
Interior has rejected a petition of Jewish butchers to permit the 
killing of fowls in accordance with Jewish rites. In one recent case. 
a Jewish poultry dealer named Kurzbach was sentenced in Breslau 
to three months imprisonment for contravening the anti-Shechita 
law. Dr. Frank, the Reich Minister of Justice, has ordered that 
Jewish prisoners are in future not to be supplied with Kasher food 
unless they can afford to pay for a special permit. 

it was reported at a meeting of the General Council of the 
Federation of Jewish Communities in Prussiathbis week that efforts 
are being made to obtain Shechita regulations which would simul- 
taneously be in accord with the laws of the State and with the 
Jewish religious laws. At the same time. their Shechita Central 
Oftice had taken up the work of trying to bring Kasher meat into 
Germany from abroad. The Federation had, for this purpose, 
provided increased funds for the Special Committee of the Shechita 
Central Offiee. 

Kabbi Joseph Horovitz of Frankfort, Rabbi Dr. Klein of Nurem.- 
berg, and Rabbi Dr. Merzbach of Darmstadt, have issued the following 
statement: ~ Efforts are being: made by organisations and private 
individuals to place German Jewish children in other countries 
abroad, to provide them with opportunities for their future. Those 
who take this noble work upon themselves deserve sincere gratitude. 
At the same time, however, we must not overlook the dangers to the 
faith which may arise. It is the sacred duty of all parents to see 
that their children are placed only in an environment in which 
they will have the opportunity of keeping our sacred Commandments, 
such as the observance of the Sabbath and Kashrut. and can grow 
up in the spirit of the Torah.” 

The Evangelical Press Union in Darmstadt has issued a state. 
ment declaring that too much time is devoted in the schools to the 
Old Testament. New regulations are now being framed in Germany 
for the teaching of the Old Testament, but in the meantime the 
Hessen Government has ordered the schools this year to devote their 
religious lessons to the New Testament only. 


\ Jewish Disunity Deepens 


In face of all these conditions. the divisions among German 
Jewry are continually sharpening, and unity seems further off 
than ever. The Zionist Organisation of Germany has issued a 
resolution declaring that Zionists cannot be members of the State 
Zionist movement or of the Union of Jewish Front Soldiers and its 
sports groups. The standpcint taken up with regard to the State 
Zionists follows the recent incidents at Zionist meetings in Berlin 
and elsewhere. With regard to the Union of Front-Soldiers, the 
Zionist Organisation considers that it has developed in the past 
year from a body representing the needs of Front-Soldiers into an 
“ anti-Zionist fighting league,” which is spreading “a distorted 
conception of Zionist ideas. At the same time, the Zionist Organisa- 
tion declares its recognition of the “ necessity of working together 
with Jews of different opinion.” 

The Union of Jewish Front Soldiers, in reply, has issued a 
statement declaring that it considers itself the sole representative 
of all Jewish Front Soldiers. “Every Front Soldier, whether he be 


a member of the Union or not, whether he agree with our views or 
not,” it declares, “ will find us willing to serve him as far as lies in 
our power. We are at the service also of such comrades who are 
turning to us now often enough because as non Jewish non-Aryans 
they are excluded from the ex-Servicemen’s associations to which 
they had previously belonged, though as non-Jews they cannot 
become metnbers of our Organisation. 

Following the recent incident at a Zionist meeting in Berlin, 
when an interjection by a Revisionist led to police action and a ban 
on Zionist meetings, the Revisionists have turned down a compro- 
mise suggested by the Zionist leaders that, in order to avoid trouble 
in future. Revisionists should abstain from attending Zionist 
meetings, and vice versa. The ban 6n Zionist meetings has now 
heen lifted. The authorities having expressed a wish that such 
incidents shall not recur, the Zionist Organ'sation 1s now preparing 
new rules of admission to Zionist meetings to keep out trouble. 
makers. 

A number of National German Jews, the extreme assimilationist 
followers of Dr. Naumann, made an attempt to upset a Berlin 
meeting of the Wizo addressed by Rabbi Dr. Prinz. The attempt 
failed entirely and the Zionists succeeded in silencing them. Dr. 
Naumann has also received arebuff from the other side. He 
applied to the Nazi Storm Troopers’ Organisation for permission 
for his Sports Section to participate with the Storm Troops in 
sport. The reply, as was to be expected, was a refusal to have any 
thing to do with “ people who are not German comrades in accord 
ance with the racial principles of the Nazi movement.” 
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IN NAZI BERLIN 


How the Jewish Intelligentsia “Lives” 


A Wilderness of Poverty and Despair 


The following article, remarkable for what amounts in Germany 
to-day to downright outspokenness, has appeared in the Jewish 
Cc. V. ZerITUNG, under the heading, “ How the Jewish Intelligentsia 
in Berlin Lives.” It gives a comparatively frank picture of the hope 
less plight of a whole class of Jews, once professional men, doctors, 
lawyers, teachers, journalists, who have been precipitated at one 
blow into an existence of poverty and despair. The fact that such an 
article could appear bears witness that the things described are 
now so frequently met with in Germany that they have come to be 
taken as a mere matter of course. Tous, however, they will bear a 
different message, and will help us to realise the real misery that 
the cold facts and figures conceal. 

“ Just outside the Gesundbrunnen Station,” says the writer, 
“T came across a man with three small boys. He had iron-grey 
hair and almost hollow cheeks, but be laughed and strode along 
with his sons as if he were still a boy himself. Although their 
clothes were neat they seemed to have been worn along time. Their 
shoes were dusty. As they came near, I recognised them. The 
last time I had met the man was two vears ago; in the meantime 
his hair had turned grey. He is in the early thirties. A doctor. 
When his turn came to.go to the front the War ended. ‘And so 
my panel practice is gone,’ he said. Lasked him about his private 
practice: Very slack.’ “But howdo you live?’ He confessed at first 
hesitatingly, that his wife did work of some kind. Sometimes he 
even had envelopes to address. “When we manage to earn 120 
marks on top of our rent, we can get enough to eat. But in these 
last ten -months we haven't always managed. But the 
advantage is, you see, that I can pay more attention to my boys. 
We've just come from Niederschinshausen Park. We have an outing 
every day. © But suppose a patient comes while you're out?’ He 
laughs a trifle artificially. | Obviously he bears a burden more 
heavy {than he admits. ‘No, he says,‘I am no exception. It is 
rather the Jewish doctor who can still live decently who is the 
exception. There is no sense in deceiving oneself.’ 

“ Later it occurs. to me that the cool, matter-of-fact, unsenti- 
mental tone is almost more significant than the content of our 
hackneyed conversation. We all know how many Jewish doctors 
have been discharged, even though we do not always realise at once 
as we read the figures what hunger and poverty they conceal. Of 
course, many of those discharged have emigrated—not to starve 
abroad, let us hope. Many still have savings; how long will they 
last? Most of them have not the possibility of emigrating, and only 
a very few can make a living from their private practices. .. . 


i4s’ No, our Gesundbrunnen doctor is no exception. Discharge 
necessarily involves pauperisation; and when these Jews, 


slowly or quickly but inevitably, sinking into poverty, still bear 
up, still starve and suffer their way through without running away, 
without doing anything desperate, although the knife is against 
their throat, when they do not parade their distress and declaim it 
before the world, let no seeing and thinking man believe that the 
Berlin Jewish intelligentsia is not in dire want. 

..” Even worse off than the Jewish doctor, who earns scarcely a 
fraction of what he needs, is the discharged lawyer; while a dis- 
charged doctor can still practise privately, a discharged lawyer 
can do nothing. I have been through the courts in Moabit and 
Charlottenburg, | have spoken to lawyers who can still practise, 
and to lawyers whose title bas been taken away, I have spoken 
to legal lights, recognised for their talent as speakers; and when 
[ put questions-to them, they were silent, and their silence was 
clearer and more devastating than words and figures. 


Hopelessness 


“ On fine days, on the park benches, in the centre of Berlin, one 
can meet numbers of Jewish teachers who have lost their places. 
What do the teachers do? It is difficult to ask them. One only 
knows them by sight. Last year I often saw some of them appear 
in the Jewish Library or the State Library; then they came daily. 
After a few weeks many of them came no more. One thought: 
‘The red-haired fellow who always saf over there has found work.’ 
Now one realises that he had only got tired of reading and studying 
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in the void, without prospects. ... One knows oneself how hard 
it is not to get tired. 

“And what of the writer or journalist ? To-day, practically no 
Jewish author earns anything from German papers, and the Jewish 
papers are too few, too small and limited in their interests to make 
up for a fraction of what ten times as many papers with a hundred 
times the circulation, appearing ten times as often with three times 
the role of payifent, could take from Jewish authors. 

“ One must realise that journalists of repute can no longer afford 
to-day even to subscribe to the papers they helped to bring to fame. 
You can see them ‘up West’ in two or three ca‘és ordering a cup 
of coffee to buy the right to read the papers, smoking their pipes, 
or not smoking at all, since they cannot afford cigarettes. Not to 
go to. the cineina or theatre is as much taken for granted now as not 
to go on a summer holiday—and Lord knows what else. 

“ Near the Halensee Bridge is a concern where non- \ryans are 
allowed to address envelopes. For addressing one thousand, one 
earns enough to live for a day (according to the official cost of living 
figures). But at most a person can address only seven hundred 
' envelopes in ten hours. The concern is not unsatisfied with its 
Jewish casual workers. They are intelligent people, I am told, 


writers, actors, professors, and they do their work quickly, neatly, 
and silently. .. .” 


Nazi Envy and Hate 
REPLY TO DR. RANDOLPH’S ANTI-JEWISH SPEECH 


The recent pro-Nazi speech to the Birmingham Rotary Club, 
delivered by Dr. Randolph, Attaché to the German Embassy, had a sequel 
last week, when the Club was addressed by Dr. Borkenau, a German now 
residing in London. Dr. Borkenau, referring to the Nazi allegation of a 
Jewish menace, denied that such a menace existed. It was necessary to 
realise; he declared, that Jews in Germany were one per cent. of the 
population, or one-and-a-half if the wider Nazi definition of a Jew was 
accepted. The members of the Rotary Club had been told they would drive 
out the Jews from this country if Jews acted here as they acted in 
Germany. Among the first to be driven out from Germany wére 
men like Albert Einstein, like Michel Polanyi who immediately 
got a Professorship at Liverpool University, Professor Schroedinger, 
who actually is Professor at Cambridge, and literary men like 
Thomas and Heinrich Mann, Lion Feuchtwanger and Arnold and Stefan 
Zweig, the finest flower of the German literary intelligentsia—many of 
them not Jews, but driven out simply because of the narrow-minded 
reactionary creed which directed cultural affairs in the Nazi Party. 
There would have been no objection against hard dealing with people 
who had really done some wrong--whether Jews or not— but the general 
accusation against Jews lacked specific evidence and was nothing but the 
expression of envy and hate against people whose achievements in science 
and art transcended the understanding of the Nazi leaders and the Nazi 
masses. The resnlt of Nazi rule, he said, was the danger of war and 
economic breakdown. 

The German Consul! in Birmingham, Dr. E. Baedeker, in reply, 
contended that when members of the German Embassy made any 
observations they were given as information tending to create a better 
understanding, but not to serve as a matter for controversy. National 
Socialism was essential in Germany, but would not be suitable for export. 
The Germans wanted to put their own house in order; they resented any 
insinuation that they wished to meddle with any other nation, just as 
they resented any interference by other natiuns in their affairs. He 
concluded by describing Dr. Borkenau as a person who had left Germany 
for one cause or another and then spread anti-German propaganda, 
quite disregarding the fact that Dr. Borkenau was merely replying to anti- 
Jewish and pro-Nazi propaganda. 


Christians Condemn Anti-Semitism

CHURCH OF SCOTLAND'S PROTEST AND SYMPATHY 


The Chief Rabbi has had forwarded to him a resolution passed 
by the General Assembly of the Church of Scotland who, in the light 
of the present world situation of the Jewish race, have placed on 
record the following expression of their views and convictions: 

“Remembering the age-long sufferings of the Jewish people, their 
homelessness as a nation which has lasted for centuries, the persecutions, 
injustices and hardships they have endured from Governments, Churches 
and from individuals; in view also of the present fresh outbreaks of anti- 
Semitic fanaticism manifested in many lands, the General Assembly 
offer to the Jewish people their heartfelt sympathy with them in their 
almost intolerable wrongs. 

“ The General Assembly of the Church of Scotland desire to assure 
the entire Jewish world that ill-treatment of Jews on account of their 
race or religion is to them abhorrent ; that ih their judgment it is a denial 
of the first principles laid down by the great Founder of the Christian 
Faith, who places love and kindness to all as fundamental laws of His 
Kingdom ; and that it is their firm belief that any Church which claims 
to be animated by the spirit of Jesus Christ and which nevertheless acts 
with intolerance towards members of the Jewish race, is thereby denying 
the elementary doctrines of the Christian Faith. 

‘* The General Assembly acknowledge with gratitude to God the great 
contributions to human knowledge which the Jewish race has made in 
many realms; in a special degree they express their debt to the Jewish 
people for the scrupulous care with which they preserved the early 
documents of Holy Scripture for the ultimate benefit of all nations, which 
for centuries have nourished the piety of myriads who thereby have 
learned of the Grace of Almighty God.’’ 

The Assembly also sent to Dr. Hertz “a message of sympathy 
with him and his brethren in their concern and sorrow for the 
' members of their race who are being persecuted in Germany and 

other lands.”’

Liverpool 
[From our Correspondent} 


Mrs. Rex D. Cohen presided at a luncheon held at the Adelphi Hotel 
fast week, and organised by the Special! Women's Appeal Committee. Mrs. 
I. M. Heilbron, Treasurer, in the course of a financial report, announced 
that already over £160 had been raised by the Liverpool Women's Appeal 
Committee, of which Mrs. Rex D. Cohen is President ; and a fartlier con- 
siderable sum was raised as a result of the iuncheon, 


Mrs. Cohen welcomed Commander 0. Locker-Lampson, M.P., Mr. 
Louis Golding, Mrs. Stewart Brown, and an official representative from 
Berlin of the Executive of the Central Children’s Committee. The last 
gave an account of the work of her Committee, both in and out of 
Fermany, and expressed thanks for the generosity of the women of Great 
Britain in supporting the fund for the relief of German-Jewish women and 
children. The necessity for assisting in the settlement of German-Jewish 
women and children in Palestine, she said, was very great indeed. In that 
direction the W.1L.Z.0. had worked magnificently. Five hundred children 
would have entered Palestine in the year ended September, 1934, and of 
that number over 50 per cent. were already in Palestine. The upkeep of 
these children had been secured, and the Jewish women of Great Britain 
had made generous contributions towards that effort The children 
were adjusting themselves to the life in Palestine, and the speaker had 
seen great results whilst on a visit to Palestine after the scheme had 
been in operation for only nine months. The children were learning 
under German teachers to become useful citizens of a new land, and 
valuable work was being done in various parts of Palestine. ‘There was a 
waiting list of over 3,000 children in Germany who wanted to enter 
Palestine. 


Belligerent Half-Wits Ruling Germany 


Commander 0. LOCKER-LAMPSON said he was proud to be with them 
to do his bit for the splendid cause of German Jewry. He did not require 
to have Jewish blood in his veins to hate persecution of any Jew; he 
only had to be British to loathe tryanny in any part of the world. It 
was British to try and give amanachance. He was the last person in 
the world to be anti-German. In the place of the German Republic, there 
was a handful of belligerent half-wits ruling Germany to-day. They had 
selected the cream of their culture and driven them out of Germany. 
He need not remind a Jewish audience of what countries had lost 
through persecuting the Jews. If he had to choose between a Jew 
or a German, he would rather have Disraeli than Hitler any day and 
would prefer tinstein to the Kaiser. The German question was a 
British question nearer than many imagined. To Great Britain had 
been given the Mandate of that centre of romance aud chivalry and 
religion in the East, and the honour and duty of working out not 


only a spiritual but an actual home of the Jews in Palestine. 
The key of the world to-day was Palestine, and in Palestine was 
the pivot of British policy. It was important that Great’ Britain 


should have so near the Sucz Canal a country pro-British all the time. 
He would go on fighting for the cause of Jewry and he prophesied that the 
Hitler regime was doomed, that the Jews would come into their own 
again very soon. He was prond that the flag of freedom still floated over 
Kngland. He commended the creditable work of the Jewish nation in the 
life of Great Britain and added his appeal to that of the Women’s 
Committee. 

Mr. LOUIS GOLDING recalled a journey he hade made from Russia to 
Liverpool by way of Warsaw and Berlin a year or two ago. Then Berlin 
was acity of light and intellect, to which he had fled from the horror of 
the Ghetto of Warsaw. But now it was a spirit rather of the Stone Age 
than of the Middle Ages which was enshrined in Berlin. Thére had been 
an intellectual brilliance and freedom about Berlin, which had now been 
entirely banished. .Darkness was:upon the land and it was to mitigate 
that darkness at least for some of the German women and children that 
the appeal was being made that afternoon. He had never seen children 
happier than the Jewish children in Palestine. The-walis of the Ghetto 
had been set up higher in Germany, and until the Nazi spirit had destroyed 
itself by its own stupidity, there was an obligation to help German-Jewish 
women and children.

Jewish Kitchens Consscrated 


EXPRESSION OF THE CRAFT'S GREAT PRINCIPLES 


The special kitchens provided for Jewish patients at the 
newly-erected Royal Masonic Hospital, Ravenscourt Park, W,, 
were consecrated last Sunday. The kitchens, which are beauti. 
fully designed, are situated on the top floor of the hospital. 
The authorities of the Institution decided to build the kitchens in 
recognition of the generous contributions of the Jewish Freemasons. 
The equipment of the kitchen necessitated a very considerable 
expenditure, and a number of representatives of Lodges composed 
almost entirely of Jewish members raised a fund requisite for the 
purpose. 

There was a large attendance of members of the Craft and their 
friends atthe ceremony of consecration by W. Bro. Dayan H. M. Lazarus. 
Master of the Samson Lodge. 

W. Bro. the Rev. Isaac Goldston, P.A.G.C., A.K.C., Visiting Chaplain 
to the Royal Masonic Hospital, said jar WHIT WO NAW, ani 
recited some scriptural verses. He was followed by Bro. the Rev. Isaa 
Aarons, Chaplain of the Mandate Lodgé, who read verses from Ecclesia:

appreciation of what had been done, and the sum of £1,500 had been 
raised, (Cheers.)

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Lessons from the Sidra 


pda, Numbers Chs. 22—25 v. 9. 


He came to curse and remained to bless. This phrase in various 
forms is often employed to denote the mental change which 
obliges a man, to adopt a policy contrary to his original intentions. 
Balaam is the classical type from which such an idea derives, 
and in this week's portion we mect the heathen seer called by 
a terrified king to pronounce a curse upon Israel upsetting 
all the king’s calculations by his contrariness. This verbose 
automaton claims that he can only speak the words that are put 
into his mouth and defends his.advocacy of Israel's merits by the 
plea that God has formed the words upon his tongue, and that he 
himself is precluded from giving vent to his own original thoughts. 
With the whole complicated problem of how much blame should be 
attached to Balaam for uttering blessings when curses would have 
come more naturally, and how far history is justified in stamping 
him as a YW" we are not now concerned. God emploss divers 
agents to effect His purpose, and there is a certain satisfaction in 
extracting the reluctant admissions of superiority from an enemy. 

Attacks upon a people or a community usually spring from 
malice or jealousy. Malice and jealousy are invariably directed 
against success and progress. Nonentities can enjoy comparative 
peace and immunity from molestation; they are innocuous and 
excite no envy; men hate what they fear and fear those whom they 
envy. Balaam is the original of a type we now recognise by 
experience. Not the faults and vices of Israel form the subject 
of his addresses; a people given over to evil pursuits provoke 
no spleen : they have in themselves the seeds of their 
own destruction and may be allowed to sink into decad- 
ence. But a people with definite virtues and resources of 
strength, with ever-increasing power and vitality, possessed 
of the will to live, create another problem. The critic knows where 
they are vulnerable and he will attack them in their strength. So 
Balaam, in a few words, states the case for Jewish strength and 
heathen jealousy. Israel is a people dwelling apart, they cannot be 
numbered; the ordinary canous of numerical strength cannot be 
applied to them ; they can only be measured by ethical standards. 
How goodly are thy tents, O Jacob, thy tabernacles, O Israel! The 
secret of Jewish solidarity lies in these words; in the community 
life and the Institutions, in the Synagogues and the home. Balaam 
may have been a YW" but he was no fool. He recognised in the 
tents and the tabernacles, or, as the Rabbis interpret his words, in 
the religious, educational and social expressions of Jewish life, the 
secret of Jewish indestructibility. He had come to curse but he 
remained to bless. ' 

Such admissions come from the enemy of Israel at all times, 
even if they come grudgingly. They point to the two phenomena of 
Jewish life, the tent and the tabernacle—the home and all it means, 
and the sense of communal responsibility which the Synagogue 
denotes. These two terms are synonymous with Jewish life; the 
home with its sacred charges and hallowed associations, the Syna- 
gogue which connotes Israel the community united as a people. If 
they are compelled to acknowledge the miracle of Jewish survival, 
they are perforce bound to admit that it is due to something which 
the Jew possesses marking him out from others. We know what 
that something is, and we are not prepared to surrender it. It 
is the home and all its intimate realities; the Synagogue and 
all its connecting links. It is the organisation of home and 
Synagogue and school which is directed to the end that every 
aspect of life either individual or general should come under 
its influence. In that sense alone we are a people dwelling 
apart. But our distinctive mark is not that of exclusiveness, but of 
idealism. We share the common heritage of the world, and we 
desire nothing more than that the world should share our heritage. 

The Balaams of the world look at the Jew through the eyes of 
enmity or jealousy. But there is a larger and better body of 
humanity which sees us out of the eyes of friendship and admira- 
tion. There are, happily, those who can read history and who can 
appreciate the. part the Jew has played in the march of civilisation, 
who gladly pay their tribute to Jewish endeavour and achievement. 
Surely it were better to think of our friends than our foes. We 
need no defence against the charges of our enemies; we must 
beware, however, lest we fall short of the estimate of our friends. 
We have very little to lose by the schemes of enemies who are blind 
and deaf and wilfully antagonistic, because they desire not to be 
convinced of their error. But we stand to lose much if we of our 
own account deliberately defeat the good-will of friends who are 
ready to admit and anxious to justify their appreciation of Jewish 
ideals. In the long run, Israel suffers not from the evils done by 
enemies but by the defections in his own ranks. Our enemies 
know wherein lies our strength and they would assail us if they 
could break down the ramparts. If we leave them unguarded, 
the time must come when they will yield to attack. Samson 
is the strong man till he himself gives up the secret of his 
strength and yields to the lures of temptation. The enemy in bis 
zeal to break our power points to the sources of our strength. It 
were folly to neglect his warning. The lesson that emerges from 
Balaam is clear. Preserve the Synagogue and the school and the 
home and with these three strong pillars we can support the Jewish 
edifice which nothing will ever demolish. 
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Union of Hebrew aad Reiigion Classes. 


The following is an abstract_of the Annua! Roport issued receatly by 
the Union: 


The year 1933 has been a year of further progress in the activities of the 
Union. The Union now consists of forty-nine Constituent Classes, an increase 
of three since last year. New applications for affiliation from districts as far 
apartas Highgate and Romford, Hampstead Garden Suburb and Chingford are 
awaiting consideration ; and it is hoped that before long there will be no Classes 
attached to a Synagogue that do not receive some educational guidance and 
direction from the Union. 

In surveying the general position of our Classes in recent years, one cannot 
fail ty» notice the marked decrease on the one hand in the number of children 
attending the longer-established Classes in London (such as those attached to 
the North London, South Hackney and Stoke Newington Synagogues) and the 
increase on the other hand in the namber of children in the Union's Classes in 
the aggregate, brought about by the affiliation of Classes that continue to spring 
up in the suburbs. This leads to increased difficulties in staffing, grading and 
financing the smaller Classes. The scattering of the Jewish population is a real 
difficulty in maintaining an adequate religious elucational system. The largest 
set of Classes is that attached to the New Synagogue. Theroll here is 342, a 
higher figure than has been reached before. The salaries of the teaching staff 
in this set of Classes alone amount to £1,154. This year, five pupils passed the 
Preparatory Teachers’ Examination of Jews’ College; two the Intermediate 
Grade, and one even passed part of the Senior Examination. Thisis arecord to 
be proud of. Other Classes, such as Cricklewood, Dalston, Old Ford, South 
Hackney and West Ham have special classes for advanced work, though not on 
such a large scale. 

Figures are given to show that the average roll had increased since 1930 by 
289, and that there had been a slight drop in the perc :ntage of attendance. 
Since the average attendance in the secular schools wasabout 85 per cent., they 
ought certainly not to be content with a figure of ander 75 per cent. at their 
Religion Classes. 

The number of Teachers (excluding voluntary Superintendents) in 1930 was 
163 in 1931, it was 174; im 1932, 170, while in 1933 it. increased to 187. 

Of the 4,184 children attending the Classes in 1933, 2,724 were! boys and 
1,460 girls. 

In spite of the insistence with which the cry for the education of girls has 
been voiced in public, there has nevertheless been a decided drop in the propor- 
tion of girls this year as compared with last. It is a real blot on the educational 
record of the Community that it should be providing religious instruction for 
only half as many girls as boys, and it 16 not too much to say that this imperi'ts 
the future of the Jewish home. 

We are not reaching as large a number. of children below the age of 9 as we 
should. It is no uncommon thing for boys to enter when they are within a year 
of their Barmitzvah. Such remissness on the part of the parents is manifestly 
deplorable in the interests of the boy. It has a deleterious effect, too, on the 
other children. For the work of the Classes is impeded by the addition of these 
late-comers. At the other end there are only 169 scholars in attendance, who are 
14 years of age and over. Wecannot pretend that the bulk of the children under 
our care will have a Jewish education of permanent value until this number is 
many times as great. No lasting benefit can be derived from acquisition of the 
rudiments of Hebrew and religion, unless these are developed as the pupil's 
general capacity increases. 3 

The Executive Committee record with satisfaction the fact that in a difficult 
year, the Union has been able to carry on its activities without curtailing any of 
its work. This is due to the generous help given by the United Synagogue. 

The applications to the Union for grants had been greater this year than 
ever, and this, together with the serious decrease in its income, compelled the 
Treasurer to recommend a reduction of 5 per cent. on all grants of over £25 for 
the half-year ending in April. 

Figures are also given to show how much the voluntary contributions 
received from the members of the United Synagogue had diminished since 1927.

FINE WORK BY AID SOCIETIES 


The need for additional subscribers to the Home for Agel Jews 
was emphasised by the President and others who spoke at the 
Annual Meeting of the Governors and Subscribers, which was he'd 
on Sunday at 105, Nightingale Line, Wandsworth Common, S.W. 
The President moved the adoption of the Annual Report, of which 
the following is an abstract: 

The Honorary Officers and Committee much regretted to learn early in the 
vear under review that Mr. BB. L. Franklin, who had held the Presicency for 
forty-five years, did not propose to accept nomination for re-election. This 
decision was taken quite avainst the wishes «f his colleagues, who regar ced Mr. 
Frarklin and the Homeas synonymous. His keenness and enthusiasm were in 
a great measure responsible for the growth of the Home and for its successful 
amalgamations with other Institutions It was a scource of gratification to his 
colleagucs that he consented to remain an Honorary Officer of the Home in the 
capacity ofa Vice-President. The retiring Presitent expressed the view thatit 
was most desirable that his work should be hand dover to someone considerably 
vounger than himself, who had the interests of the Home at heart, and who had 
the time to devote tothe work. Mr. Donald Van den Bergh, J.P., who had been 
clovely associated with the Home as a Vice-President ani as Chairman of the 
Hlouse Committee for a yr riod cf thirteen vears, Was elected in his stead. 

The old people under the care of the Committeee during 1933 numbered 195, 
a daily averave of 143.5. Filtv-two were admiited, their average age being 74. 
Ten residents left the Home vo'untarilyv or at the request of the Committee. An 
exchanges of patients was arranged from time t> time with the Home of Rest, 
eight lLedridden cases being transferred there, and those who bad improved in 
health taken im their place. Similar arrangements were made with the Home 
and Hospital for Jewish Incurables four patients were traysferred to other 
institut-ons for treatment; and 23 daway, at an average of SU4 years, their 
length of residence in the Home averaging 64 vears. Of the persons at the 
Home who passed AWAY, One hal resided in the Hlome for over Zuo vears, another 
22 years, a third 17 vears, whilst several others had completed a decade in the 
Hiome 

Appreciation is expressed of the helpof the Aid Societies and an appeal is 
made to preset nt supporters for sustained and even increased interest. 

The Committee are much exercised in their minds as to. how they are to meet 
their commitments in the future, for in addition to the cost of maintenace, the 
building must at the same be kept in a safe condition and proper repair. 
[f Governors and Subscribers will falfil their duty by securing help from others, 
they will have no cause to fenr for the future of the Home: but the Com 
mittee must rely on those to whom this Report ts addressed to come to the help, 
in its time of need, of one of Jewry’s premier charit 


Mr. VAN DEN BERGH Said they felt that they would like to be able to 
elect more inmates, and from the number of applications which they got 
they ought to be able to do so, but lack of funds made it impossible for 
them to extend the number of people whom they housed beyond 150. It 
was a matter for great regret that they could not get sufficient fands 
to fil up all their available beds and that they could not get more funds 
to enable them to extend the Lustitution so as to make it available for still 
more people, 

After paying a tribnte to the members of the medical, nursing and 
domestic staffs, Mr. Van den Bergh spoke of the great loss which the 
Institution had suffered by the deaths of the Rev. A. A. Green and Mr. 
pamuel Harris, both of whom were deeply interestéd in the welfare of the 
Institution and whose vlaces had been filled by Mrs. George Hyman and 
Mrs. Alfred Nathan.” | 

In a special word of thanks to the Aid Societies, Mr. Van den Bergh 
commented upon the fact that the revenue received from these Societies 
constituted about one-third of their whole income, and that without them 
they would not be able to carry on, 

Mr. A. Levie seconded the adoption of the Report, which was 
carried. 

On the motion: of Mr. Moss Harris, the Treasurer, seconded by Mr. 
Myer Cash, Chairman of the House Committee, the Financial Statement 
and Balance-sheet for the year 1933 were adopted. 

On the proposition of Mr. Ernest L. Franklin, seconded by Miss M. 
Isaacs, Mr. Donald Van den Bergh was re-clected President for the ensuing 
year and the Honorary Officers were elected, on the motion. of Mr. A. 
Landy, seconded by Mr. S. Van Weisel, as follows:

MUTUAL FRIENDLY AID SOCIETY BED CONSECRATED 

The Honorary Officers, Committee and members of the Mutual 
Friendly Aid Society assembled at the Home on Sunday week to name a 
Bed after the Society. Among those present were Mr. Gabrie!| Abrahams, 
President of the Society ; Mr. J. Moscow, Treasurer: Mr. William Prior, 
Secretary. In welcoming his fellow-»:embers to the Home (with which he 
is actively associated as a member of the Committee) Mr. Abrahams 
referred to the fact that for many years past the Society had very sub- 
stantially assisted the Institution, but felt the time had come when their 
members should have something Langible to show their helpers and future 
generations. The Rev. M. Zeftertt delivered the consecration address, in 
the course of which he said that there was no institution that was more 
entitled to the support of the Jewish community than the Home for Aged 
Jews. The Mutual Aid Society had for fifty-eight years laboured on 
behalf of those in need.. Mr. Moscow handed a cheque to the Secretary of 
the Home to be used for tobacco and confectionery for the old people, in 
lieu of a special treat. Mr. W. Prior said it was their great aim that Jew 
and Gentile might continue to fraternise in the cause of Charity. Mr. 
Alec, Levie thanked the Society on behalf of the Honorary Officers and 
House Committee. It was sixteen years ago that he first approached 
the Society to assist the Home for Aged Jews, through the East London 
Aid Society. The Mutual Aid Society had grown from strength to strength 
and in recent years sums exceeding 100 guineas a year had been presented 
to the Institution in considevation of which a number of their members 
had been elected Life-Governors of the Home. The Secretary acknow- 
ledged the kind reference to the work of the Staff, and expressed

ANNUAL MEETING 

Lord SWAYTHLING, the President, was in the Chair at the Annual! 
Meeting of the Society, held on Wednesday, at 114, Old Broad Street. In 
moving the adoption of the Annual Report, his lordship said that the 
number of Milahs performed by the Society continued at the high figure 
attained in recent years. Their thanks were due to the Medical Officer, 
through whose efforts a substantial increase had been made in the 
amounts received from parents of children for Milahs performed at the 
Jewish Maternity Hospita! and other institutions. The President thanked 
Mr. Henry Jacob for securing a donation of ten guineas from the Federa- 
tion of Synagogues. The Society’s deficit had been slightly reduced, and 
he hoped that more individual subscribers would come forward so that the 
Society might be placed on a sound financial footing, and its work continue. 

Following a question by Mr. Oscar Kahn in connection with the 
holding of Milah on the proper day, Dayan Dr. FELDMAN said that to post- 
pone a Milah was a transgression of Jewish Law. If any Mohel knew 
that a parent wanted a Milah on any other than the eighth day, he should 
inform the Beth Din. It was the duty of Mohelim to call the attention of 
the parents to the importance of the holding of a Milah on the proper day. 
In seconding the adoption of the report, Dr. Feldman said that the support 
received from London and provincial Congregations who sought the 
services of the Society's Mohelim was still very small. 

Dr. LEONARD SNOWMAN said that the relationship existing between 
the Society and the Hospitals and Homes continued to be satisfactory.

Jewish Art 


ITS THREE PRINCIPLES 


Unity, Solidity and Refinement 


By ABRAHAM MELNIKOFF. 


The author of this article is a Jewish sculptor. He was 
born in Bessarabia, studied in Vienna, and worked in America 
till the War broke out, when he went to Palestine with the 
British army. His memorial to Trumpeldor at Tel Chai was 
unveiled recently. He is now working in London. 


It is generally agreed that art is the reflex of the innermost 
soul of a people, expressed by an individual or a group. This brings 
us logically to the conclusion that wherever there are Jewish artists 
there is Jewish art. No matter how these artists are influenced by 
their immediate surroundings their Jewishness is always sub-con- 
sciously expressed in their work. 

One is asked, * What is the meaning of this Jewishness? What 
is the symbol! and how shall we know and approach it?” This 
leads us directly to the important question of Jewish style in art. 
if you ask me, “Is there a distinct Jewish style, for instance, like 
the Japanese or Chinese?” I would answer promptly—* No,” for 
the simple reason that distinct style is a result of absolute 
isolation, and we Jews, even in the days when we were concen. 
trated in our land, could not speak of absolute isolation, 
because Palestine was the cross-roads of the ancient worla, and 
its population was consequently influenced by neighbouring and 
passing nations of that time. If this is so, what could we say of 
our two thousand vears of wandering? Not only had we no chance 
of isolation, but, on the contrary, our history shows that we had to 
fight a deadly battle to preserve the vital characteristics of our 
national identity; and if we turn to the art of other nations, nations 
which had opportunities of a certain amount of seclusion in their 
national life, can we say that they created adistinct national style in 
art? When I say “ distinct,’ 1 would like to emphasise the fall 
meaning of that word with no compromise whatsoever. To-day's 
European art is getting more and more conglomerated into one 
EKuropean unit; but that does not mean that the French, or the 
(iermans do not preserve their national characteristics ; but that is 
not distinct style. It seems to me that modern life,and modern ways 
of communication, abolish for ever and ever the possibility of a 
distinct style in art by any people, to say nothing of the Jews. 

What, then, is it that we call national characteristics? 
N&tional characteristics are preserved in the fandamental principles 
of a people's culture, and as we are now concerned with national 
characteristics in Jewish art, | shall try to explain, in the shortest 
space possible, the three main principles or factors upon which 
Jewish culture is, in my opinion, built. 

We are a Semitic people, born and bred in the spacious Arabian 
desert, where the eye may travel East, West, North and South, 
meeting nothing but the wide horizon. No forests or green valleys, 
rivers or streams that characterise the area where other peoples 
developed are available in the birthplace of our race. The early 
Semite stands alone in the vast space between carth and heaven. 
There is no intimacy or shadow that the great forest. provided to 
others. nor does he meet his kind in bunting. It is true, some 
water, well or spring may draw the different Semitic tribes to it 
occasionally, and cause them to inter-breed; but after that, associa- 
tions are broken up and man stands alone between earth and God. 
The cattle he domesticated and reared are not so rich in fats or 
meat, nor do they abound in milk, cheese and butter, as the fat

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cattle of the Egyptian delta. Consequently there is no idolisation 
of the beast and nothing of the animal cult, as we find in Egypt and 
other lands. There is nothing wonderful and prosperous and God- 
like in a desert goat, or a dry parched camel, so there is nothing in 
the desert to distract human imagination from the universal to the 
immediate earthly. Certainly there is no question of the worship of 
gods—it is the worship of God. 

This is one of the main principles of Jewish culture—the unity 
of purpose. In the desert, you cannot, as the Greeks and other 
peoples did, create a little god for love, another for war, and many 
more. The whole conception is united into one essential, serving 
itself and the universe as a whole. 

This is the first and most important principle and foundation 
of Jewish culture, and it is characteristic of the nomad and desert- 
bred Semitic people that we are. 

In time, nomad tribes of the Arabian desert pressed on the then 
civilised areas and conquered them, Some of them wandered down 
to Egypt, as our people did, and stayed there for a considerable 
time, living on the ordered and limited law of the agricultural and 
city-administered state of Egypt. There for the first time the 
Hebrew tribes came into contact with the so-called civilisation of 
Egypt, and it did them a lot of good. The free, careless nomad of 
thetdesert had to discipline his thought and frame his life according 
to concrete law and order. The outcome of it was the Mosaic law 
of life which played the most important part in the forming of 
Jewish character. 

There is another element to be introduced into the triangle 
to complete the formation of Jewish culture; it is the Babylonian 
Assyrian influence. The Jew before going into Babylon lacked the 
scholastic and profound elements of thinking. It was mainly 
in Babylon that the Jew learned to discuss philosophically 
about life and its complications. In other words, the Jew 
returned refined and “ well-mannered” from Babylon. This com. 
pleted the three main principles on which Jewish culture and 
Jewish character were formed. If does not mean that the Jew 
copied slavishly whatever he learned in his strange wanderings. 
Never'so! He adopted principles and assimilated them, montided and | 
formed them to his own heart'sdesire. Nor does it mean that there 
were no other forces in action forming the Jewish character. There 
certainly were, but they are of minor importance. Now, if we come 
face to face with Jewish art it is the spirit that expressed the three 
fundamentals of Jewish culture that we seek in it. First, unity of 
purpose. Second, ‘solidity of composition and form, and third, 
refinement of thought and idea. Any work of art created by a Jewish 
artist who follows his natural national conscience is inspired by and 
contains these main characteristics of Jewish culture and essentials, 
which were welded through the centuries into one unity that we 
and the world at large know as Jewish culture.

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Jews and Sunday Baking 


Serious Compla‘nts at Unfair Competition 


Selfish Infringement of the Christian Sabbath 


The practice on the part of certain Jewish bakers of trading on seven 
days a week has resulted in a storm of protests from the London Master 
Bakers’ Protection Society (writes a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative). 

The following sentence, culled from a letter recently addressed to the 
Editor of BRITISH WEEKLY, is typical of the feeling that the practice has 
aroused in non-Jewish baking circles: 

The London baking trade to-day is called upon to fight for the Christian 
Sabbath asa day of rest, to put it on no higher a plane, and solely on account of 
the Jew who keeps not his own Sabbith nor respects the Sabbath of the 
Christian, who not only bakes bread and opens his shop on Sunday, but sends 
his product many miles into the suburbs, supplies the many small chandler 
shops which abound and are open for the whole or part of Sunday, with new 


bread, thus causing many others, much against their will, to bake and open on 
Sundays. 


To the credit of the Jewish Master Bakers’ ProtectioniSociety, be it 
said, they are doing everything possible to grapple with a_ situation 
which has assumed serious proportions, and at a meeting held recently 
the following resolution was carried: 

“ We, the Jewish Master Bakers’ Society, undertake to support the London 
Master Bakers’ Protection. Society in their endeavour to suppress seven-day 
trading, subject to an exemption in favour of Jewish traders who close their 
shops on the Jewish Sabbath to whom shall be given the privilege of Sunday 
opening and trading. 

* The Jewish Master Bakers’ Protection Society disapproves of any trading 
on Sunday by any Jewish baker outside his normal area of trading with ans 
other than a Jewish customer.’’ 

Both Mr. H. Cohen, of the Jewish Master Bakers’ Protection Socicty, 
and the Secretary, Mr. J. Smith, with whom I discussed the situation, 
were unequivocal in regard to the justification of complaints that had 
been made about certain Jews trading on the full seven days a weex. 
* But,” said Mr. Smith, “if we have a few black sheep among us we 
cannot control them unless we have legislation.” 


Dangers of Extending Trade Area 


“ We used to trade on Sundays,” said Mr. Cohen, “for years and years 
and there was no difficulty. But for the last few years a large number of 
Jews left the East End. The Jewish bakers find that they have not so 
many customers here and, as transport is not so costly now, practically 
half of the bakers go out to the suburbs where the Jewish people live and 
supply them with bread on a Sunday. 

“ When they go out with vans of bread,” he continued, “to other 
districts where English bakers’ shops are closed, and their intention is to 
supply Jewish chandler shops, they also supply English dairies and a few 


English chandler shops, which means that English customers who used 


to buy on a Saturday from an English baker, now buy on Sundays, either 
from a Jewish chandler shop or from a non-Jewish shop.” 
The Jewish Master Bakers’ Protection Society are doing everything 


they can to bring about an amicable settlement. ‘With this object in view, 


accredited representatives have attended a number of meetings of the 


hon-Jewish Society. 

A meeting was held recently at the Kingsway Hall, in conjunction 
with the National Association of Bakers, and the London Master Bakers’ 
Protection Society passed a resolution calling for the abolition of Sunday 
baking and delivery. After this meeting it was decided by the Jewish 
jody to call a conference to which delegates from the non-Jewish Society 
were invited. Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., the President of the Board of 
Deputies, was also present and addressed the meeting. 

One of the speakers--a non-Jew—said: *‘We have no ill-feeling 
against the Jewish persuasion, but we feel that the seven-day trading -is 
most injurious to us and gives us no peace or rest.” Hé outlined several 
instances where his fellow-members had to open their shops on Sunday 
contrary to their own wish “ because some Jewish bakers had opened in 
opposition to him, and traded seven days a week.” Mr. Laski igtaking a 
prominent part in bringing about asettlement satisfactory to all concerned 
and his peace efforts in this direction are very much appreciated.

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—In view of the report and editorial in the issue of THE Jewisn 
CHRONICLE of June 15th, I feelitis my duty to make the following few 
remarks. 

I will not try to contradict the report, nor the editorial; for my sole 
interest in connection with this unfortunate Institution lies in its future, 
much as my sympathy goes to those who are crying out at what has taken 
place in the past four years.

The financial side has been under 
my personal supervision all the time, and I can confidently assure the 
public that not one penny piece has been wasted or mismanaged. Here 
I must compliment the present Secretary, Mr. 5. Frankel, for the admir. 
able assistance he has given me at all times. I must also mention that he 
has been complimented by the Chartered Accountants, Messrs. Spiro, 
Sargant and Co., as well as by the two private auditors, for the able way he 
has kept the Institution's accounts during his period of office. 

The members at the last General Meeting were chiefly concerned 
about what happened in the past. I must say that what concerns me is 
how to save the ship which is in mid ocean, surrounded by vile gales, 
and is in great danger of being sent to its doom. Fortunately the members 


listened to reason and have come to their senses, and on my advice 
have elected a mostadmirable set of Officers.anda very enthusiastic 


Committee. 


1 am glad to say that no time is being lost, and that my re-organisa 
tion plans are already in operation. Several meetings have already taken 
place, and the enthusiasm and goodwill are most encouraging. A perfect 
and up-to-date system of book-keeping is being introduced by Messrs. 
Spiro, Sargant and Co., and I can confidently reassure the members, 
donors, and subscribers alike that, with the help of my colleagues, we 
have undertaken to bring back the former glory of that great Institution 
called the *‘ Commercial Road Talmud Torah.,’’ 

I also feel that itis my duty to mention that the Burial Section has 
always been wel! looked after, and that the member who pays 9d. per 
week towards the Synagogue, which includes burial rights, etc., has been,

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JEWISH HISTORICAL SOCIETY'S VISIT 


The Blood Libel Officially Denounced 


Members of the Jewish Historical Society and their friends paid 
a visit to Lincoln which -has Jewish historical. associations, on 
Sunday last, at the invitation of the local Architectural and 
Archwological Society, and the Mayor of the city. The party 
numbered nearly eighty. Deep appreciation was expressed at the 
warm hospitality accorded to them. 


Two important announcements were made, by the Mayor at the | 


Guildhall and by the Chancellor at the Cathedral, declaring that the 
alleged murder of Little St. Hugh of Lincoln by the Jews for ritual 
purposes was a libel based upon the prejudice and ignorance of an 
unenlightened age. 


Civic Reception by the Mayor 


On arrival soon after half-past one, the party proceeded to the 
Guildhall, where an official welcome was given by the Mayor of 
Lincoln, Councillor GsRorGre DrEr, who said that it gave him 
particular pleasure to welcome the visitors in view of the fact that 
this country was giving refuge to a number of their illustrious 
people, men and women high in the world’of art, science, medicine 
and literature, who were finding that England actually provided 
that freedom of which Englishmen were justly proud, and which 
they hoped that other unenlightened countries might learn to 
emulate. “This is perhaps the first occasion,” said the Mayor, “ on 
which the Municipality of Lincoln has been in official contact with 
any Jewish body since the Middle Ages. Our City is, of course, 
bound up in history with the story of ‘ Little St. Hugh,’ said to have 
been done to death by Jews for ritual purposes in 1255. The tomb 
of the child may still be seen in the Cathedral, but I think that I 
should put on record the manner in whith we eitizens of Lincoln 
regard it.. That ° Little St. Hugh’ existed, and that his dead body 
was discovered, there is, | presume, little doubt. But that he was 
done to death by the Jews for ritual purposes cannot be other than 
a libe!, based upon the prejudice and ignorance of an unenlightened 
age. You will be glad to know that the Corporation have made this 
clear-in the new guide book of the City which they have recently 
published.” 

Mr. Gustave Tuck, President of the Jewish Historical Society, 
thanked the Mayor for the splendid reception, and said that they 
were very grateful to think that what was being done abroad was 
regarded there and by every human being all over the world as 
repugnant. The Jewish Historical Society had a record of forty 
years work, and that was the first visit 1t had arranged to that 
historic City, and if they could reciprocate in London the kindness 
shown to them they would be glad to do so. 

The members of the party, who were presented with copies 
of an ‘illustrated brochure of the history of Lincoln, with the 
compliments of the Mayor and Corporation, proceeded to the 
Cathedral, where they were received by the Chancellor, Canon J, H. 
Srawley, who conducted the party round. The shrine of Little St. 
Hugh was visited. A notice above the shrine states : 

‘The body of Hugh was given burial in the Cathedral and treated as that of 
a martyr. When the Minster was repaved, the skeleton of a small child was

found beneath the present tombstone. There are many incidents in the story 
which tend to throw doubt upon it and the existence of similar: stories in 
England and elsewhere points t» their origin in the fanatical hitred of the Jews 
of tne Middle Ages and the common superstition, now wholly discredited, that 
ritual murder was a factor of Jewish paschal rites. Attempts were made as 
early as the thirteenth century by the Church to protect the Jews against the 
hatred of the populace and against this particular accusation.” 


Speaking at the shrine, the Chancellor said that that was one 
of the dark incidents brought against the Jews in the Middle Ages. 
That accusation of ritual murder bad lingered on, he was ashamed 
to say, from earliest times and had been repeated in Germany in 
modern times. He had read again the history of the murder of 
Little St. Hugh, and it was quite obviously one of the many cases of 
slander spread about the Jews from time to time. No doubt the 
child died or fell down the well, but there could be no question but that 
his death was the cause of many stories of slander that went about 
against the Jews in the Middle Ages, evidently intended to excite 
religious fanaticism and partly as a means of extorting money for 
the support of the Church. This was one of the distressing things 
that was being gone into by historians and scholars of many nations 
and found to have no foundation, } 

The party were the guests of the Mayor and Mayoress at tea at 
the White Hart Hotel. Dr. M. EpsT&in expressed the gratitude of 
the party for the magnificent hospitality accorded to them, and the 
Mayor said that while they were thanking him they must not forget 
to thank Councillor J. W. F. Hill, an authority on the history of 
Lincoln, who had rendered great assistance in connection with the 
visit. 

There followed a visit tothe House of Aaron, the Jew. Aaron 
was one of the greatest figures in English Jewry, having tinancial 
transactions through agents in many parts of England. Jew's House 
and Jew's Court were also visited. These houses on the hillside are 
known as the Jews’ Houses. They belong to the twelfth ceniu'y, 
when Lincoln was at the height of its prosperity as a centre of t!.e 
wool trade. Aaron's House is occupied by an old cobbler, who took 
the party down its narrow stone steps into the vault below. 


A special meeting was held in Jews’ Court (which is now used’ 


as the meeting-place of the Lincoln Architectural Society and the 
Registered Office of the Lincoln Diocesan Trust and Board of 
Finance), at which Dr. Cecil Roth read a paper entitled “ The Jews 
of Lincoln—a_ Retrospect."”. Dr. Roth, in the course of his paper, 


-gave his reasons for believing that the Synagogue of pre-Expulsion 


Lincoln Jewry was actually in the house now called Jews’ Court. 
Mr. GUSTAVE TUCK, who presided, said that they had all listened 
with great interest to the interesting paper of Dr. Roth. He 
thanked the Lincolnshire Architectural and Archeological Society 
for its kindness in placing that historical room at their disposal 
that afternoon, and Mr. Gibbons, the Hon. Secretary of the 
Society, for the immense trouble which he- had taken. In the name 
of the Jewish Historical Society of England, he extended a warm 
welcome to those members of the Lincoln Society and their friends 
who had honoured them with their presence that afternoon. It

Volume of Essays of the late Lucien Wolf, edited by Dr. Roth, and 
a History of the Mocatta Library and Museum. The Memorial 
Volume will be issued this week to all the members of the Jewish 
Historical Society. 

On arrival back in London the Rev. Walter Levin, the Honorary 
Secretary of the Jewish Historical Society, was congratulated on his 
excellent organisation of the function.

Prominent Speakers at Second Meeting 


DESIRE TO HELP THE DEPUTIES 


As previously reported, at a meeting last month held at the 
Constitutional Club, Stamford Hill, an organisation was formed 
having as its object the representation of Jewish interests in North 
Hackney and the combating of anti-Semitism. In support of the 
new organisation, which has adopted the title of “North Hackney 
Jewish ‘ National Association," a further meeting was held last 
week at the Marcus Samuel Hall of the New Synagogue, and was 
addressed by Mr. Holford Kuight, K.C., M.P., Sir George Jones. 
M.P., and Capt. A. U. M. Hudson, M.P. 


Mr. JACK GOLDBERG, who presided, read a letter from Mr. J. © 
Lockwood, M.P., apologising for his absence, and expressing his regret at 
the anti-Semitic tendencies that had arisen .in this country and his c¢ in 
fidence in Eugland to give the Jewish people fair-play. Proceeding, thy 
Chairman pointed out that the objects of the Association, as described in 
its constitution, were: to enrol all the Jewish citizens of North Hackney 
who wished to assert their rights as subjects of the Crown, to promote a 
better understanding between Jews and Gentiles, and to combat any 
manifestations of anti-Semitism in the constituency. Mr. Goldberg referre:| 
to the editorial criticism of their movement which had appeared in THe 
JEWISH CHRONICLE. It was felt by the paper, he said, that the 
Jewish Board of Deputies was the correct body to take up matters 
such as the Association proposed to deal with, and that no usefal purpos: 
would be served by their continuing their organisation. They actually ha: 
as members of their Association some who were members of the Board’o! 
and he wished publicly to state that 
they were desirous of working with the Board of Deputies and not agains: 
them. He denied that their organisation was a “ vote-catching stunt.’ 
They had a right as Jewish electors of the Borough to look after thei: 
interests. They knew what had been happening in the district and th 
Board of Deputies "already had ’morve Work than they could do, without 
being burdened with the local troubles of North Hackney. In regard to 
their association with the National Government, he would point out that 
that Government stood for.law and order and their Association were also 
out forlaw and order. The recent happenings at Olympia made Jewis)h 
electors realise how terrible it would bo if the Fascist elements wer 
permitted to grow more powerful; and it was therefore up to Jews to do 
all they could to assish the National Government which was now in 
office. He was sorry they had been attacked at the commencement of a 
movement which aimed at doing nothing but good. 


Fighting the German Influence 


Mr. HOLFORD KNIGHT, K.C., M.P., said he had many friends on th: 
soard of Deputies, and had never beard any criticism against such a 
course as he was now taking. One of the objects of that meeting was to 
protest against the deprivation of the civil rights of Jews, whethe: 
abroad orat home. The rights of free speech and opinion for every 
one had been won in this country after many struggles, and England 
now prided herself on the example she set to the rest of the world. 
Therefore. he deplored the action of those political elements here who 
were being misguided by the German example. The glory cf this land, 
containing men and women of different nations, tongues and religions, 
had been the preservation of the right of free conscience and of fre: 
speech; it would be a dark, day if the relations which had subsisted 
for so long between the Gentile and Jewish Communities were disturbed. 
They would find; he was sure, that out of the efforts of their Association 
to cultivate those relations, each of the two Communities would profit. 
‘The National Government was the best instrument they could use for 
promoting the broad purposes of their organisation which he had described. 
The National Government ought to be supported because it comprised 
men and women drawn from every party in the State, and it was neces 
sary at this time for all parties to pull together. By supporting the 
resolution which would shortly be put, they would not only be helping 
their Community to play its rightful part in the land, but would be helping 
this land itself to play its rightful part in t' Counc ls of the world. 

Sir GEORGE JONES, M.P., 
National Government from all citizens of the Jewish faith, expressing 
the opinion that it was the only alternative to a dictatorship, and calling 
on Jewish people to join the North Hackney Jewish ‘‘National Association. ’ 
They could see, said Sir George, from what had occurred in Germany that 
if democratic government went the Jew suffered probably first and most 
severely of all sections of the community. Now, free Parliamentary 
Government was being very seriously threatened in this country from both 
the left and the right. The National Government was definitely opposed 
to such a tendency. It wasopposed, too, to old-fashioned party warfare ; 
and the conception of government which it emboded was the best for 
meeting the prvsent world situation. Sothe appeal of this North Hackne) 
Association was made to everyone—no matter what his political faith, he 
would be welcomed to the Association. 

Capt. A. U. M. HUDSON, M.P., seconding the motion, said that the 
best defence against the dangers threatening the British Parliamentary 
system was attack, and the reason for the formation of this Association 
was that a large number of Jewish people living in North Hackney, realising 
the dangers, had decided to work together to combatthem. ‘The speakers 
that evening were present by invitation of these people—the Association 
was not run by a political party, but was entirely se!f-governed. 


The CHAIRMAN, after refusing the request of Mr. A. Levy to move an. 


amendment, put the resolution which was carried with but half-a-dozen 
or so voting against it. 

The CHAIRMAN read from a number of circulars, containing scurrilous 
attacks on the Jewish people, issued by the Imperial Fascist League, and 
members of the audience gave several local instances of anti-Semitism, 
including that of a Fascist stationing himself outside a Jewish shop with 
a board on which was printed: “ Do not buy from Jews.” This case, said 
the Chairman (as well as others), had been brought to the notice of Capt. 
Hudson who bad in turn taken up the matter with the Home Secretary, 
and had received assurances that the case would be inquired into. 

Mr. A. LEVY objected to the political character of the Association, 
and Mr. GOLDSTEIN protested at the body’s affiliation to a particular 
political party. 

A vote of thanks to the speakers was moved by Mr. 8. Terr and 
seconded by Councillor LAZARUS. Sic GEORGE JONES responded. Thanks 
were also voted to the Chairman.

ARAB AND JEW IN PALESTINE 
Zum Judisch-Arabi«chen Problem.’ (Berlin, Hechaluz). 


Economically the Arabs in Palestine have gained considerably 
through the making of the Jewish National Home, and politically they 
have lost nothing. The lot of the Arab masses is undeniably trying as a 
result of the backward conditions, but no one with any regard for truth 
can suggest that the Jews are in any way responsible for their economic 
plight. But since Arab politicians, some of whom are themselves to 
blame for the deplorable conditions of their fellow-Arabs, continue to 
oppose the Jewish National Home, there exists what is called an Arab 
problem. The various aspects of this issue are presented in a small 
volume entitled ZUM JUDISCH-ARABISCHEN WROBLEM, published by 
Hechalnz in Berlin. The brochure consists of a collection of essays by a 
number of writers ; most of these essays were written in 1929 soon afte 
the Arab. attacks on the Jews. A substantial part of the volume is 
contributed by Moses Beilinson, an able exponent of questions relating to 
the Yishuv. While re-affirming the fundamental rights of the Jews to 
Palestine and uncompromisingly rejecting the views of the Prith halom 
asa violation of the main idea of Zionism, the author writes with much 
sympathy for the poor Arabs to whom the Jews would give active help if 
thev were in a position to do so; but the Jews are themselves in a terrible 
plight, struggling for bare existence, and can offer only peace, goodwill 
and co-operation. 

* In a close analysis of Jewish-Arab relations, the author does not 
hesitate to blame the policy of Sir Herbert Samuel for the way the Arab 
question has developed. The first High Commissioner for Palestine, he 
observes, did not attempt to bring about an understanding between Jews 
and Arabs, but pursned a policy which he characterises as ‘ political 
bribery " of the enemies of the Jewish National Home. In support of this 
contention he cites a number of instances: the appointment of Emin el 
Husseini as head of the Moslem Supreme Council, who had participated in 
the riots of May, 1921, and had been sentenced to fifteen years imprison- 
ment, is a striking case. There were two candidates for the important 
post, the other being Djeralla, a peaceful man belonging to a respected 
family, who in fact obtained from the Moslems double the number of votes 
secured by Husseini. The final decision rested with Sir Herbert, who chose 
the man who had participated in the anti-Jewish riots. The suspension of 
Jewish immigration following the attack on Jews; the White Paper he 
recommended to Mr. Churchill with the object of placating the Arabs 
at the expense of the Jews; the granting of State lands to Bedouin 
to whom it was useless—-a departure from the provision in the Palestine 
Mandate to make such lands available for Jewish colonisation—are 
among the other instances referred to by the author. The offer 
of a Legislative Council and later even an ‘‘Arab Agency’’ are 
also recalled among the political bids made by Sir Herbert to buy an 
enemy he had himself appointed as head of the Supreme Arab Council. 
Such a policy, the writer maintains, was not that of a Liberal statesman, 
but were the bad tactics of a Colonial official bribing opponents by putting 
them into important positions. To endeavour to reach an understanding 
with opponents ata price Was certainly a wise policy, but that was not 
done ; the first High Commissioner merely conceded without obtaining any 
concessions in retarn. The policy of buying off opponents explains why 
Sir Herbert had appointed as head of the Supreme Moslem Council the 
pogromist Husseini, intead of Djeralla, and why he gave State lands to 
the Bedouin instead of to the fellahin. Thus, the present Arab problem, 
in the writer's view, is the fruit of a policy of “ political bribery ” initiated 
by the first High Commissioner. but though difficult, the writer does 
not despair of an ultimate Jewish-Arab understanding provided of course 
the Government pursues a policy in that direction. 

The views of the Brith Shalom formulated by Dr. Ernst Simon, and 
to some extent by E. Sereni, tend to complicate rather. than clarify a 
delicate situation; the problem is, after all, in a large measure'artificially 
created by politica! agitation; and its solution depends to a very large 
measure, as pointed out by M. Beilinson and emphasised by E. Lieben- 
stein, on the British Government. 

The brochure coutains also contributions from Ben Gurion on funda- 
mentals in the policy of the Jewish National Home, aa article from 
J. Siman dealing with the beneficial effects of Jewish colonisation to the 
Arabs, instructive information about the life of the fellahin from the 
authoritative pen of E. Volcani, and a contribution from M. Smilansky on 
the growth of Jewish and Arab colonies adds to the value of the compact 
volume.

THE POSITION OF THE JEW 
WWI PN VO ANT.” (Where Do We Stand in the 


World ?) Study in Nitional Hygiene. By Leo Koenig. (London. 2s.) 


Leo Koenig is very popular among the Yiddish reading public of 
England for his writing is fresh and sincere and his latest little book is an 
attempt to answer the question in its title. 

The rise of Nazidom and Fascism and the decline of political and 
econ: mic liberalism brought out very clearly the abnormal position of the 
Jews in the civilised world, whose economic system in the near future will 
be either national socialism or international socialism. If the Jewish 
people is to survive these stormy times it must adapt itself to both the above 
types of economics. If national socialism is to win, Zionism is the remedy 
for the Jews. If international socialism is victorious the Jews must effect 
a change from their present callings to the productive occupations of 
workmen, artisans, peasants, etc. 

In his bitterness against the present economic structure of European, 
and especially German, Jewry Koenig goes so far as to say that but for the 
brutal method of dealing with the problem, Hitler would have a strong 
case against the German Jews and the world would have sympathised 
with the Nazis. 

However, Hitler’s methods being what they are and the period of 
protest having passed, it is necessary to organise the Jews for a sustained 
struggle for their position in the world. Here, hardly anything has been 
done. Koenig has little faith in our “leaders,” and he does not believe 
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that a World Congress would be able to work out a constructive plan of 
dealing with the Jewish problem. “The Congress would probably 
degenerate into a philanthropic Conference for emergency relief.” A 
better way would be to create a united front of all the Jewish socialist 
and the radical-nationalist parties. The Jewish bourgeoisie has been 
“ dethroned ” from its leading position even among the Jews by | itlerism, 
and it is the mission of the working class to take the lea lership into their 
own hands. The rich Jews in England and America still rule on their 
respective “ Boards,” but soon the reins wil! drop out of their hands. 

Space does not allow to mention other points. The author is very 
outspoken about Jewi«h tactlessness, about not living up to one’s ideals, 
and every party in Jewry gets a bit of Koenig's mind. Mr. Koenig has 
succeeded in formulating many thoughts that run through the head of 
every thinking Jew when he tries to answer the anxious question 
“ Where do we stand in the World ?” 


Notes on Books and Authors 


A work of-extraordinary significance for the study of Jewish origins 
is Canon W. J. Phythian-Adam.’ THE CALL OF ISRAEL Oxford University 
Press, 8s. 6d. net}. There are two “ lying spirits,” accord ng to the author, 
which perpetually haunt the student of the Old Testament. The first of 
these is the Demon of Familiarity: the second is te Horror of Miracle, 
especially effective as regards the story of the Exodus and successive 
events. It is incontestable, however, that (leaving the actual Pentateuchal 
testimony on one side) ancient I-rael preserved a vivid tradition of the 
amazing portents which acc »mpanied the departure from Egypt. traceable 
in numerous passages of the Psalms and the Prophets That all this was 
based on nothing more solid than a literary invention is inconceiva le. 
On the other hand, there is nothing inherently improbable in the main 
outline of the Biblical accourt. The whole story, from the Ten P.agues 
to the passage of the Red Sea, the Pillar of Fire, the phenomena of the 


' Sacred Mount (which the author locates in Midian), the drying-up of the 


Jordan and even the collapse of the walls of Jericho, seems to point toa 
succe-<sion of seismic and volcanic di<turbances, which the geological 
formation of the Great Rift renders perfectly credible. The miraculous 
element lies :ot in the nature of the phenomena, but in their timely 
appearance which confirmed Israel's vall Canon Phythian-Adams 
cannot be accused by any critic of too meticulous a regard for the un- 
impeachability of the Bibiical text, and his volume must in future be 
reckoned with seriously by those who endeavour to dismiss as mere fable 
the venerable account of the vrigin of the Hebrew people andthe Hebrew 
religion. 


Cardinal Faulhaber’s name ought {to be a household word in every 
country where the idea of liberty is still cherished. The series of 
sermons in which he made his courageous protest against the paga .ism of 
some of the Nazi protagonists and the determination of others to carry 
their racial fanaticism to the point of repudiating the Jewish origins of 
Christianity was mentioned at the time in our news columns, The sermons 
are now available in an Enclish translation in convenient and cheap form 
(JUDAISM, CHRISTIANITY AND GERMANY, Burns, Oates and Washbourne, 
Ltd., 2s. 6d. net.) ; and many Jews, even though they cannot share the 
whole of Cardinal Faulhaber's theological convictions, will, we are sure, 
be glad to possess this volume, both for the tribute it pays to the inherent 
meérits of Judaism, and as a token of the tolerance, sanity and courage 
that cannot be eradicated by brute force even in Hitler's Germany. 

Students of medieval Anglo-Jewish history will find a few sugcestive 
ideas in BISHOPS AND REFORM, 1215-1272, by Marion Gibbs and Jane Lang 
(Oxford University Press, 12s. 6d. net.)—the latest volume in the Oxford 
Historical Series. The volume: discusses in particular the manner in 
which the Canons of the Fourth Lateran Council, of 1215, were put into 
execution in England during the long reign of Henry III. Prominent 
among these, of course, was the series of regulations which reduced the 
Jews to the position of social pariahs; in particular, the institution of the 
Jewish Badge. An examination of the policy of the English Church 
towards the Jews in the course of the thirteenth century occupies there- 
fore some pages of this volume: though it is obvious that much research 
still remains to be done upon this question. 

It is not often, unfortunately, that those really qualified to do so turn 
their hand to historical novels based upon the B:blical story. Mr. 35. 
Fowler Wright is certainly an exception. He has written nearly twenty 
novels, under his own name and that of Sydney Fowler, as well as several 
volumes of verse, a translation of Dante’s “Inferno,” and a life of Sir 
Walter Scott. It goes without saying, therefore, that his new novel DAVID 
(Thornton Butterworth, Ltd., 7s. 6d. net) is neither. amateurish nor 
commonplace. It deals with the central period of David's life, from the 
time when he was a petty chieftain ruling over the southern tribes at 
Hebron, to the birth of Solomon. All the great events of the reign, includ- 
ing the capture of Jerusalem and the estiblishment of the empire 
which dominated Syrian affairs, are thus included. The great King is 
shown as warrior, statesman, lover, poet and religious dreamer. The 
episode of Bathsheba, about which much of the action revolves, is treated 
delicately yet vividly: and the novel as a whole lacks the sanctimonious- 
ness which so often disfigures works of this type. 

Some time ago, there appeared in these columns a note on JUDAICA: a 
selected reading list of books in the Public Library of the City of Boston, 
compiled by Miss Fanny Goldstein. The success of this was so consid>r- 
able that she has been able to produce a second edition of it, revised and 
considerably enlarged. The first list contained about 500 items: in this 
re-issue, that figure has been more than doubled. Oaly works available 
in English, whether originally composed in: hat laniuage or no, have been 
included. It comes as something of a revelation that such a rich supply 
of literature is now available to the Anglo-Jewish reader—all the more so 
since works which appeal essentially to scholars have been omitted. 
Another useful recent Bibl ography is the Cataloeue of Books in the 
Mrs. Nathaniel L. Cohen Lending Library, &c., publ shed by the Central 
Committee for Jewish Ed:cation at the modest price of sixpence. The 
Catalogue is carefully divided according to subject; and since most of 
the works listed in it are available on loan even to readers outside London 
(for applications may be made by post), it will be found especia.ly 
valuable by those who live in smaller Jewish centres.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI 


No. 764.--The Temple 


My DEAR COUSIN, 


Sunday next, the Fast of Tammuz, is the “Fast of the 
Fourth Month” of which the Prophet Zechariah foretold that, 
together with the other historical Fasts, it would become * joy 
and gladness” and a “ cheerful feast’: and on which the Shulchan 
Aruch prescribes fasting as a duty (Ayn o'2"N). On the seven- 
teenth day of Tammuz began the Three Weeks of national mourning 
for the destruction of the Temple. Early in the year 70 of the 
common era, on the tenth day of Tebeth, the siege of Jerusalem 
began ; six months later, on the seventeenth of Tammuz, the Romans 
succeeded in making a breach in the walls of the city; and three 
weeks after that, on the ninth of Ab, they destroyed the Temple. 

Ever since those days pious Jews have fasted on these three 
anniversaries of national calamity. The Temple was the religious 
centre of Jewish life in Palestine. There sacrifices were offered: 
thore also, prayers were recited and hymns sung; there the Festival 
of Water Drawing during Sukkot was celebrated. Dear memories 
cling to the Temple; even when it was in ruins Rabbi Yochanan 
ben Zakkai legislated in the hope that it would speedily be rebuilt. 
(RIPON MS AVS). 

Since his days, Synagogue preachers usually ended their 
sermons with the same fervent hope, joined as a rule with a prayer 
for the appearance of the Messiah. Yet all the time, pious Jews 
never ceased mourning for the Temple. The Shulchan Aruch 
devotes one chapter to this theme, admonishing the faithful never 
to build a sumptuous structure, always to leave a portion of 
a wall in their houses not properly plastered, and to introduce 
some symbol of mourning on joyous occasions such as marriage 
ceremonies, and all in memory of the destruction of the Temple. 
The last clause of this chapter contains the famous and striking 
rule: A man is prohibited from laughing heartily in this world. 


(MIN Tp. OIND TION): it is recalled that the- 


author of these words was an ascetic mystic who hoped by fasting 
and prayer to bring the Galut to an end, the inwardness of the rule 
will become apparent. Yet though these words may be singular to 
Rabbi Joseph Caro and his friends at Safed, certain it is that they 
gave the keynote to one side of Jewish life since the destruction of 
the Temple. 

What was the Temple? Possibly some people imagine it asa 
kind of glorified Synagogte. Nothirg is further from the truth. The 
Temple was a spacious structure extending, one would imagine, 
over an areaon the Temple Mount in Jerusalem which was as large 
as, say, Hyde Park between Marble Arch and Hyde Park Corner. In 
Jerusalem there were really three Temples. The first was built by 
King Solomon; it is described in the Books of Kings and Chronicles. 
This great structure, after having stood for some 400 years, was 
destroyed by King Nebuchadnezzar in the yeur 587 before the 
Common Era, preceding as it did the First Captivity. 

The Second Temple was built by those Jews who returned to 
Palestine under the leadership of Zerubbabel. It was but the poor 
enterprise of a group of pioneers; it could not compare with the 
grandeur of the First Temple. As the Prophet Haggai impressed 
upon his contemporaries: “Who is left. among you that saw this 
house in its former glory? and how do ye see it now? Is it not in 
your eyes as nothing?” But, despite its modest appearance it 
served its purpose until Herod's reign. 

Herod was a great builder. Magnificent theatres and amphi- 
theatres arose in all parts of Palestine; he shared with other 
tyrants (e.g. Mussolini) a weakness for planning and constructing 
new cities. Caesarea was his handiwork; a city with a splendid 
harbour, destined one day to be the residence of the Roman 
Governors of Judwa. These, for the most part, heathen cities were 


gifts intended to curry favour with Rome. For his Jewish subjects 


he cherished other plans. The Temple of Zerubbabel, restored and 
re-dedicated. under the Hasmoneans, was yet a poor thing aud 
showed up to no great advantage against the Royal Palace and other 
fine buildings in Jerusalem. To win his subjects, to emulate the 
fame of Solomon, and, as Josephus relates, in order to obtain an 
everlasting memorial to himself, Herod resolved on rebuilding the 
Temple. | 

When the plan was published, the Jews received it coldly. They 
feared a trap. They were afraid lest Herod's real intention was to 
raze the Temple to the ground. To win their confidence the royal 
master-builder promised not to begin the work until all the materials 
required were collected together ; he furthermore had certain priests 
instructed in the art of building and, when all was ready, the work 
began—in the eighteenth year of his reign, that is the twentieth 
year before the common era. A splendid structure rose upon 
enlarged foundations; beautiful marble adorned its walls and gold 
embroideries added to the beauty of the doors. When completed, it 
was one of the show places of the Near East; as the Talmud has it; 
“He who never saw the Temple of Herod, never saw a really 
The workmanship was carried out with care and skill. Round the 
Temple Herod built cloisters, “ contriving them to be in a due 
proportion thereto; and he laid out larger sums of money upon 
them than had been done before him, till it seemed that no one else 
had so greatly adorned the Temple as he had done.” So wrote 
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University of Edinburgh. 


Josephus, who also reports that the Temple dominated the capital 
and was visible to all those who dwelt in the plains round about. 

In the cloisters there might be found Synagogues, shops and 
cattle pens, money changers and all the concomitants of a public 
thoroughfare. In the precincts of the Temple the visitor might be 
shown the Hall of the Sanhedrin. In one portion presumably of the 
cloisters, non-Jews might mix with the crowd; but their movements 
were limited to a certain area. Beyond this public notices, engraved 
in stone, brought to their attention that they might not pass. There 
was a special area reserved for women, another for men. The latter 
was said to be higher than the former by the extent of fifteen stairs. 
On each of these the Levites stood, singing the fifteen Psalms of 
Ascent. The Temple itself was in the centre of the structure ; it was 
built of stones that were white and strong, and was divided into 
the Holy Place and the Holy of Holies. 

The entire structure of Herod's planning was never quite 
finished. It was constantly being extended. The Temple which 
Titus destroyed was Herod's building. On the actual site of the 
Temple there stands to-day the giant Mosque of Omar; the so-called 
Wailing Wall is probably a remnant of the outer wall of Herod's 
structure, bounding the extreme extent of the tableland. The Temple 
itself took eighteen months to build; it was built by- priests. 
Josephus reports that while the building operations were proceeding, 
“it did not rain in the day time, but the showers fell in the 
nights, so that the work was not hindered.” 

According to Jewish saga, ten portions of beauty came into the 
world, of which nine were: allocated to Jerusalem. Jerusalem was 
held to be the centre of Palestine, and Palestine the centre of the 
world. The Temple was thus the very centre of the Universe. 

Will the Temple ever be rebuilt? Whocan euy? If it should 
be rebuilt, what purpose will it serve? Surely not a place of sacri- 
fice, of burnt offerings of calves of a year old! Yet that is the 
Temple of the Liturgy. In every Musaph service, the Jew prays to 
be restored to his land. and there he promises to offer animals on 
the altar for a sweet savour to God. Is that the Temple of our 
hopes’ Rather do most Jews hope fora sort of Temple of Peace, to 
which the Nations shall flow in order to learn of God's ways. But 
there are those among us who cannot imagine anything but a 
Temple like Herod's, with altars and shambles and blood and oil. 
Ask them in Palestine and you will fine a cleavage of opinion. It 
is the. difference.between the old men and the young, between the 
Past and the Future. Archaeology or Prophecy?) Which will win 
the field ?

OUR PROVINCIAL COMMUNITIES 
il.—Leeds. 


The history of the Jews of Leeds bears a strange resemblance 
to the history of the city generally, inasmuch as it is only in com. 
paratively recent times that both have attained their present 
position of importance. But the phrase “recent times” as applied 
to the city has a very different meaning from the same phrase as 
applied to the Jewish community there. The city of Leeds started 
to come into prominence during the last 30 years of the [8th 
Century when, as a result of the introduction of numerous innova- 
tions in the manufacture of textile fabrics, many considerable 
changes took place in the industrial centres of England and especi- 
ally in districts like the West Riding of Yorkshire and the South. 
Eastern portion of Lancashire. Machines gradually began to take 
the place of men. The factory ‘system grew up. Leeds soon 
became the home of a variety of trades and industries which have 
given it rank amongst the great commercial centres of the United 
Kingdom. 

The history of the Jews of Leeds is a very much more recent 
matter than this. Nor can the Jews of the city be associated 
historically with the medley of industries which characterised the 
sphere of its early activities. The first germs of Jewish life arose 
very much later. And Jewish industrial enterprise clustered 
almost exclusively round one branch of activity—the manufacture 
and sale of clothing. 

Manchester possessed a Jewish Community as early as 1780. 
Hull at the same period also numbered several Jewish settlers who 
acquired for a Synagogue a Chapel which had been wrecked during 
the Gordon riots. But the signs of communal life in Leeds did not 
appear until 1840 when, as in York at the present day, Divine 
Service was held in a small room. It was little better than a loft in 
one of the humblest quarters of the town which has in recent years 
been demolished on account of its insanitary nature. After a couple 
of migrations to other improvised and unpretentious Bethels, the 
Congregation in 1860 secured a few commodious private dwelling- 
houses in Belgrave ‘Street. By means of extensive alterations they 
were finally adapted to the purposes of a Synagogue. This sufficed 
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until 1878, when further additions’ were made to the same building 
which has remained as the “ Great Synagogue " down to the present 
day. 

Development of a Jewish commnnity in a former day always 
had one invariable accompaniment—schism. Leeds was certainly 
no exception tothe rule. In 1873 a néw congregation was carved 
out of the original one. Its Jocal was also a private house, and it 
was known as the New Briggate Synagogue, which functioned until 
1894, when a new and much more elaborate edificé was erected on 
the samme site. This Synagogue was demolished five years ago by 
the Corporation, who required the site for the purposes of a new 
thoroughfare, and the Congregation has become merged with the 
members of the parent body worshipping at Belgrave Street and at 
the newly-erected Synagogue in Chapeltown. As the community 
grew owing to the unchecked immigration of Jews from abroad 
who were attracted to Leeds by the tailoring trade, there arose, in 
succession, a number of new “Chevras,” each one possessing a little 
Synagogue as well as a little cemetery of its own. Divided 
from one another in life! Divided from one another in death! 
[It all seems so unbelievable to us of to-day! The most important 
of the “ Chevras” is the Beth Hamedrash Hagodol erected 
a little over thirty years ago. All that can be said of the 
* Chevras”" in Leeds to-day is that they exist; and if they play any 
part at all in the community itis usually an obstructive and fissi 
parous one. Moreover, the constant migration of families trom the 
Jew'_h quarters of the city to the more salubrious atmosphere of 
the suburbs is causing the membership of these “Chevras”’ to 
dwindle and is gradually reducing them to impotence. This migra

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I.— The Genesis of the Project 
The idea out of which it arose was to find productive employ- 
| ment for the hundreds of thousands of Jews who were deprived of 
a ae existence through the abolition of.private trade. The distress that 
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overtook those who had previously engaged in various kinds of 
business, from wholesale merchanting to petty peddling, drove many 
of them, in the first years of the Bolshevik regime, out of the towns 
into rural districts tn order to seek a livelihood in some form of 
j farming. But the task was not easy, for they ,.had no experience,

: struggle often ended in a return to the towns. Simultaneously, there

Indeed, so 
diligent was the “ Ozet" in its propaganda that it succeeded in found- 
ing several branch organisations in Europe, besides affiliated 
Committees in Johannesburg and Melbourne. 

What was the result of all this marshalling of forces, of this 
mobilisation of philanthropic and financial endeavour? The land 
for the new agricultural settlements was provided mainly in the 
Ukraine, in the Crimea, and in White Russia; but how many Jews 
were established and stayed in them it is impossible to state with 
exactness. On one point, however. everybody is agreed—that the 
plan to settle 10,000 families a year proved utterly impracticable. It 
seems to be generally accepted (/iidische Rundschau, November 
ist, 1932), that after four years of strenuous effort only 17,000 families 
were settled, at a total cost of about twenty-one million roubles, of 
which at least fifteen million roubles were provided by foreign 
Jewish organisations. The causes that were responsible for the 
failure of the project were due partly to defective organisation 
and partly to the general policy of the Government itself. Most 
of the collective settlements objected to receiving the number 
of Jews allotted to them on the ground that they were 
unable to absorb so many. The housing accommodation was 
hopelessly insufficient, and the promised disteibution of machinery, 
cattle, and seeds was not realised. Moreover, there was a strong 
radical. movement for the elimination of those Jews who had already 
become comparatively well-to-do farmers and were stigmatised as 
Kulaks, and at the same time there was an energetic campaign to 
attract young Jews into factories and workshops as part of the Five 
Year Plan. The project for Jewish colonisation in European Russia 
on a large scale being thus defeated, the continued existence of a 
vast host of “ declassed " and workless Jews, especially in the small 
towns, became a source of increased concern to some members of 
the Soviet Government. The result was chat in 1926 Kalinin, Presi- 
dent of the Central Executive Committee of the Soviet Union, 
demanded that a special territory should be provided for Jewish 
colonisation, and that it should be rendered additionally attractive 
by the prospect of receiving the right of self-government at a rela. 
tively early date. 

Various expeditions were thereupon sent to different regions 
within the vast confines of Soviet Russia to discover a territory 
that was suitable for such a settlement, and at length, in March, 
1928, on the return of an expedition, conducted by a Professor Bruk, 
to the farthest limits of Eastern Siberia, the Government decided 
that the colony should be created in a region bordering on the north 
of Manchuria between two tributaries of the River Amur called 
Biro and Bidjan. Hence the land selected for the ambitious project, 
which previously had no particular name, was called Biro-Bidjan. It 
is also sometimes called Bureya. | 


l1—Missions and Motives 


So seriously did the Government regard the undertaking, and 


so far-reaching were its implications, that the region was investi-’ 


gated by a series of expeditions. In 1927 it was explored by a 
group of experts under the leadership of Professor Williams, of the 
Timuirjaseff Academy-in Moscow, two years later by another group, 
led by Professor Franklin Harris, of New York, andin the following 
year by an expedition of the People’s Commissariat for Agriculture 
of the Soviet Union, Then there was a series of smaller local 
inquiries for the purpose of ascertaining further details for which 
the more august bodies had no time or patience. But even before 
all these investigations were concluded the Government was so 
impressed by the glowing reports it had received of the natural 
wealth contained in Biro-Bidjan, that it resolved that the land must 
be colonised and exploited within the scope of the Five-Year Pian. 
It is, however, important to note that this decision was not ‘taken 
primarily in the interests of the Jews or of the idea of a Jewish 
Republic. A Communist writer, Otto Heller, who visited the 
country in 1930 and wave a graphic account of his impressions in 
his book, Der Untergang des Judentums (in which he was unable to 
conceal its unpleasant features), made the following candid admission 
(p. 260) : 

The colonisation of Biro-Bidjan is therefore taking place 
not primarily-for the sole reason of creating a Jewish territory. 
The circumstance that a rich fertile land is here being developed 
is used for the purpose of entrusting the special responsibility 
of this development to a particular nationality of the Soviet 
Union, namely, the Jewish nationality, which is given every 
possibility of creating its sti! non-existent autonomous Socialistic 
administrative unit.” 


In other words, the Jews were to be made the tools for carrying 
out a new piece of politico-economic policy of the Soviet Govern. 
ment; asa bait, owing to the tremendous distance that separated 
them from the unknown region, they were offered the prospect of 
ultimate self-government; and the Jewish philanthropic organisa- 
tions abroad could be expected in their innocence to cover a great 
part of the cost. 

There were two other motives that appeared to have entered 
into the calculations of the Government. One was the desire to 
develop a territory that might prove a suitable strategic base in 
case of a new conflict in the Far East. Many years before, tens of 
thousands of Jews had reddened the plains of Manchuria with their 
blood in their enforced fight for their Tsarist oppressor against the 
Japanese foe: why should not their brethren be used again in the 
interests of Russian policy ?—though, of course, nobody wished 
that they should again be the victims of an Armageddon. And the 
other motive was to furnish the Jews with a national counter. 
attraction to Zionism. Ever since the Bolshevik Government had 
come into power it had persecuted the Zionists with a vindictive 
fury as ruthless as that with which the Tsar had hunted down 
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the revolutionaries who longed for liberty; but although it had 
imprisoned and banished thousands of Zionists, many of whom had 
died of their sufferings. it had failed to stamp out their convictions 
or enthusiasm. Perhaps the offer of a land where the Jews would be 
able to preserve their nationality and culture, and where they would 
have the chance of enjoying local independence long before they 
could achieve it in Palestine, might serve as a successful rival to 
the Holy Land. Besides, the Soviet Government had persistently 
accused the Jews of acting as “ the agents of British Imperial policy 
in Palestine.” It would show both Great Britain and the Jewish 
people themselves that it could easily beat the bourgeois British 
in the establishment of a Jewish National Home. “The Soviet 
Government has taken the Jewish colonisation in hand,” wrote 
Theodor Seibert in a special number of the Suddeutsche 
Monatshefte (Munich, September, 1930) devoted to “~ Die 
Judenfrage,” “in order to undermine the idea of the Jewish Home 
in Palestine which had arisen in England and was carried out by 
England. . The preference shown to the Jewish peasants has 
thus little to do with friendship for the Jews and Jewish power; it 
is a piece of Soviet Russian foreign policy.” 

So, in May, 1928, Kalinin gave instructions that steps must 
immediately be taken for the carrying out of a Five Year Plan 
whereby 50,000 Jews would be settled in Biro-Bidjan by 1933, when 
the plan would be consummated by the proclamation of the Jewish 
Republic. The year 1933 passed, and the “ Jewish Republic” was 
as remote as ever. But the bluff was still being played as boldly 


as before. 
Il1l1—_-A Five Year Plan 


What manner of land is this Biro-Bidjan, what has been 
happening there, and why has it proved the grave of the lofty hopes 
in which some Bolshevik visionaries had indulged ? 

[t is situated at a distance of 5,000 miles from Moscow and of 
6 250 miles from the Ukraine, and it is bounded by the River Amur 
on the south and the Trans-Siberian Railway on the north. It is 
said to be twice as large as Palestine, a comparison that recurs 
throughout all the writings and speeches on the subject as an 
indication of the larger possibilities that it provides. One half of 
the region, in the northern part, is covered with primeval forests ; 
the rest is declared to be suitable for agriculture, though at least a 
third of this latter part consists of marshy soil. Geological experts 
have reported that the western portion is rich in mineral deposits, 
including chalk, iron, granite, marble, coal and—according to some 
authorities—even gold, but whether the exploitation of these deposits 
would prove a remunerative undertaking has not yet been determined. 
The climate presents great extremes ; there are five months of severe 
cold and five months of torrid heat, while the months from July to 
September are always visited by torrential rains. Owing to the 
marshy nature of the soil there is a persistent plague of gnats, and 
it is very difficult to construct roads, which are such an urgent 
necessity. Orto Heller gives a somewhat amusing account of an 
adventurous journey that he undertook with some friends from one 
place to another in a ramshackle motor vehicle that got stuck in the 
bogzy soil and had to be abandoned, and he is rather facetious about 
the gnats; but while an author in search of interesting copy” can 
afford to make merry over these hardships after he has left them 
behind and describes them in the cosy seclusion of his study, they 
are very real evils for those who have to endure them every day. 
The suitable cultures are corn, rice and soya beans, but the serious 
obstacle to extensive and successful cultivation consists of the 
marshes, the draining of which would be a very costly and laborious 
undertaking. Harvests are endangered by excessive damp, and the 
meadows ate unsuitable for cattle-rearing. The existence of the 
forests: has suggested the idea of developing a timber industry, for 
which a mirket might be found in Kamchatka and Japan, but that 
is really Zukunfts-Mustk. 

At the time when ‘the project was launched there was a 
population in Biro-B:djan of 32,000, of whom 27,000 were Russians, 
mainly Cossacks, whilst the rest were Ukrainians, Koreans, Chinese, 
a few hundred aborigines called Gods and Tunguses,and a small. 
number of Jews. The initial efforts, devoted to the creation of 
smallagricultural “collectives,” were baffled partly by disorganisation 
but more seriously by floods and cattle-plague, but gradually there 
emerged three relatively large “collectives,” named Waldheim, 
Amurzet and: Rirefeld, as well as a commune called Ikor. The 
commune consisted of sixty young Jewish Communists, a fourth of 
whom were girls: two of the men were mirried to Cossack women; and 
they all displayed their freedom from the trammels of thetr ancestral 
religion by having as part of their farm equipment twenty pigs. 

The delimitation of Biro-Bidjau was carried out in 1929, and the 
centre of the administration was established at Tichonkaja (Bureya), 
a station on the Trans-Siberian railway. ‘The regional administra- 
tion, which was responsible for thé organising of other Jewish 
settlements, was under the authority both of a Far Eastern District 
Committee as well as of the Central Colonisation Administration tn 
Moscow; the Chairman was a Russian and the Secretary a Jew. 
The settlers, who were called transmigrants, were recruited by 
various local “ Ozets” and generally sent to Moscow, from where 
they were transported to Tichonkaja. By the beginning of 1930 
there were already said to be 2,709 Jews in Biro-Bidjan. In 1931 the 
number of Jews who migrated thither was 2,8)0,. but 1,680 left 
again. -In 1932 the various organising authorities, anxious to make 
up. for losses, decided upon a quota of 19,000, which was later 
reduced to 13,090; but, despite their combined and ardent efforts, 
they cou!d only in luce 6.500 to go, and of this number more than half 
returned disillusioned. Taesponsors of the future “ Republic” rather 
prided themselves upon being able to fix a quota for immigration 
to the new “ Jewish National Home” which no Mandatory Govern- 
ment could reduce, but im their case the reduction was carried out 
by the immigrants themselves. Some of the deluded immigrants 
had come all the wry from America, some from the nearer though 
still rather distant land of Lithuania; and the disappointment of 
those who found it impossible to settle in the new home can be 
easily imagined. Becoming naturally apprehensive that the Five 
Year Plan to have 50,000 Jews in Biro-Bidjan by the end of 1933 
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would not be realised, the “ Comzet and the * Ozet"’ resolved thata 
desperate effort must be made to achieve in that year a quota of 
25.000; but they soon found it advisable to cut this down to 17,000, 
and later to 7,000. But even half of this reduced number couid not 
be reached, the total who were sent out that year being only 3,190. 
It was a crucial year in the history of the enterprise, for the succession 
of set-backs and failures had made so painfulan impression in Moscow 
that it was decided to punish those who were deemed to be primarily 
responsible. In May, 1933, sentence of death on charges of sabotage 
was passed on three important officials (Abramchenki, head of the Build- 
ing Combine in Biro-Bidjan, Dun, the chief engineer of the Central 
Administration, and Divin, the manager of the Finance Department 
of the Combine), and four other officials were sentenced to ten years’ 
penal servitude (Jewish Telegraphic Agency Bulletin, May 18th, 
1933). lt was an inglorious celebration of the year in which the 
first Jewish Republic in the world was to be proclaimed. 

At the end of 1933, out of 18,000 Jews who over a period of five 
years had toiled across the steppes of Siberia to the new land only 
7,000 were brave enough or resigned enough toremain. They formed 
a very paltry minority of the total population, which had meanwhile 
grown to 50,000. In 1930, according to Heller (Der Untergang des 
Judeitums, p. 267), there was a total area of 34,593 hectares culti- 
vated by 36 “ collectives.” of which four were Jewish. In an official 
report (quoted in Die Nene Welt, January 19th, 1934), there was a 
‘total area of 35,000 hectares cultivated by 65 “ collectives,” of which 
four were Jewish. Thus, after an interval of four years there was 
littie increase in the area cultivated and no addition to the number 
of Jewish collectives.” 


1V—-Reasons for Failure 


The ignominious débacle was due to a variety of causes for 
which the local administration in Biro-Bidjan, the “ Ozet" and the 
“Comzet” must all alike share the responsibility. The local 
administration displayed a degree of incompetence and negligence 
which was little short of culpable; the “ Ozet”™ and its branches 
failed to do their duty in supplying a suitable class of settler ; and 
the “Coiazet" failed to exercise proper supervision and control. 


Year after year reports were sent from Biro-Bidjan to Moscow, both: 


by investigating commissioners as well as by the suffering immi- 
grants themselves, about the shortage of food and-the lack of housing 
accommodation, two of the main reasons why so many thousands 
promptly fled from the scene of the future Republic, apart from the 
equally weighty reason that the administration did not seem to 
know what to do with the would-be settlers when they arrived. 

Mr. Viktor Fink, a writer of Left sympathies, who visited the 
country in 1929 and published various reports the following year, 
wrote: “Previously I thought that the plan of settlement was 
unfortunately drawn up; in reality they arranged things more 
easily still—there was no plan at all” (quoted in Jiidische 
Rundschau, October 10:h, 1931). He complained, too, of the bad 
selection of the human material: from Rogatschov came persons 
who were invalids, lame, blind, deaf mutes and epileptics; from 
Uman a group of greybeards; from Smolensk a lunatic; from 
Minsk and Odessa thieves; from Bobruisk prostitutes—all of whom 
had been sent out at the cost of the Government and returned in the 
same way. There was little improvement in this respect as time 
went on, for even early in 1933 there are official complaints about 
“a large number of invalids and people incapable of physical 
work” (Jewish Telegraphic Agency, January 17th, 1933), and it 
was. found mecessary to publish a warning that “people 
suffering from infectious diseases, who are physically weak, men- 
tally deficient, or who used to be big traders, manufacturers, 
speculators, or clergy of any kind, must under no conditions be sent 
out to Bureya. The same applies to demoralised elements, such as 
professional mendicants, thieves, hooligans, etc.”’ There had for long 
been two opposing schools of thought as tothe class of people that 
should besent out: ove view was thatit should be only the ‘declassed,” 
the former traders and pedlars who had no future in European 
Russia, the other was that it should be only trained workers, who 
were sO necessary as pioneers. It was at last agreed that both 
classes should be sent; yet a Conference of the “Ozet” on 
March 4th, 1933, decided that peopie who were without a passport 
(which meant those who were “ declassed"’) should not be allowed 
to migrate. 

The failure to provide proper housing is both astonishing and 
reprehensible, as there was no shortage of money. The successive 
reports are a testimony to colossal bungling and bureaucratic 
apathy. At the end of 1932 we find that “ nothing has been done 
by the Building Trust, which has been allotted a budget of five 
million roubles for the construction of new houses” (Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, December 3lst, 1932). A fortnight later the 
Report reads: 

“ Hygienic conditions at the immigrant distribution centre 
continue to be unsatisfactory. No chairs, tables, or washing 
basins are available in the immigrant shelters. The married 
and unmarried people are compelled to sleep in the same rooms, 
which are unheated, without doors, and windows broken ” 
(Jewish Telegraphic Agency, January 17th, 1933). 


A few months later the report is still more disquieting. The 
Building Trust or Combine, which had been put in charge of the 
work of constructing houses, was bound under contract with the 
Soviet Government to complete its work by January, 1933, but only 
a small part of the work had been completed and the building 
operations were stopped. 


“About 12 million roubles have been invested in the 
Combine during the last 18 months, with very slight results in 
the matter of housing in Bureya, resulting in a large stream of 
re-emigration. The Building Combine has not even provided 
housing for its own workers, and the Foodstuffs Co-operative was 
extremely slack in its food supply for the workers, so that out 

of 800 workers in the Combine only about 150 have rémained.””— 
(Jewish Telegraphic Agency, May 18th, 1933). 
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Hence the sentences of death and of penal servitude, which, it was 
hoped, would act as a healthy stimulus to those who were responsible 
for continuing the work. 

In the periodical discussions that took place between the 
representatives of the “ Comzet ” and the “ Ozet” in Moscow, and in 
the Conferences of the “ Ozet” itself, there was a liberal exchange 
of recriminations as to who or what was ultimately responsible for 
the failure. The leaders of the “ Ozet” blamed the local societies 
for lack of co-operation and taunted the Jewish Communist 
intelligentsia with hostility to the furtherance of a’ Jewish Nationa! 
Centre.’ They even complained of anti-Semitic influences being 
at work in Biro-Bidjan, and insisted that a project which had 
received the blessing of the Soviet Government and formed paft 
of its policy must be accorded the general support of both Jews 
and non-Jews. As _ so little advance had been made with 
Russian Jews alone as settlers, it was decided a couple of years 
ago to seek collaboration from abroad, and energetic propagandists 
succeeded in inducing some Jews from America and Lithuania, 
who had nothing to lose and hoped at least to gain, to transfer their 
energies to the marshes of Biro-Bidjan. This new course, although 
it did not add appreciably to the quality or quantity of the human 
material available, afforded the advocates of the project in various 
parts of the world the excuse of demanding financial support for a 
cause that would confer such blessings upon the Jews of many 
lands. There were even some Jews from Palestine, who, finding it 
impossible to prosecute their Communist principles there, had 
decided to throw in their lot with their comrades in Eastern Siberia, 
and there were also some disillusioned pioneers of Biro-Bidjan who 
were happy to be allowed to settle in Palestine. But all immigrants 
from foreign countries had to give up their old citizenship and adopt 
the citizenship of Soviet Russia, so that they became completely 
subject to its laws and could not leave again so easily. That is why 
a number of Lithuanian Jews, who, having found the conditions 
intolerable and wishing to return home, appealed a little while ago 
to the Lithuanian Minister in Moscow to extricate them from their 
distress, were unable to receive his assistance so readily. 


V—A Dismal Outlook 


Despite the lamentable failure of the last five years the Soviet 
Government still persists in its policy—or is it merely bluff ? 
Although it was unable to settle more than 7,000 Jews in Biro- 
Bidjan in those five years, it nevertheless announced early this yeara 
quota of 10,000 to 12,000 for the current year, and the proclamation of 
the “Jewish Republic” was deferred untii 1937. Since then only 
another 1,250 Jews are said to have arrived, but how many have again 
leftis not yet known. It therefore aroused no little wonderment 
when a decree of the Government was published a few weeks ago 
whereby, without any further ado, Biro-Bidjan was declared to be 
“ The Jewish Autonomous Territory of the Far East.” To what 
extent it will really be autonomous remains to be seen, but of 
what there appears to be little doubt is thatit will be as little 
Jewish as possible. All the anti-religious laws of the Soviet Union, 
including the prohibition of the teaching and of the ritual obser- 
vances of Judaism as well as of the use of Hebrew, will be enforced 
in the new settlement, even though its justification is said toconsist 
in its being a settlement for the preservation of “ Jewish national 
culture.” The Apikotres, the Yiddish organ of the Militant Atheist 
Association, has expressed its alarm at the lack of anti-religious 
activity previously conducted there, and announced with satisfac- 
tion that a regional bureau of the Association has been set up there 
which is now engaged in intensive activity. “The only thing that 
now remains,’ it says. “isto carry on the anti-religious work more 
vigorously than in the past,and thus make Bureya a centre of 
Atheism.” (Jewish Telegraphic Agency, September 9, 1933). The 
anti-religious fanatics are certain to pursue their destructive 
campaign with more determination than the builders are likely to 
persevere with their constructive plans, and they will probably meet 
with greater success, for what Jews anxious to preserve and transmit 
the spiritual heritage of their forefathers will be prepared to seek 
their destiny in this land of Cossacks and Koreans, of Mongolian 
Golds and Tunguses?. As a foretaste of the policy of the new 
Republic, it has. already been announced that steps are to be taken 
to suppress any furtive attempts to foster Zionism in its midst. 

It has indeed been suggested that a home might be found there 
for some of the victims of the Nazi persecution ; but it would be a 
ghastly irony if those driven into exile because of their Judaism 
were lured to a derelict region at the other end of the world where 
Judaism is doomed to extinction. Its sole attraction lies in its 
delusive designation as a “Jewish Republic.” Buta settlement where 
intermarriage and pig-breeding are encouraged, and where Jewish 
observance and Jewish tradition are suppressed, although Jewish 
money from abroad is still sought in its support, cannot become a 
Jewish Republic, even if it should ever really become a self-govern- 
ing Kepublice at all. And whatever form it may ultimately assume, 
its situation, within easy reach of the slowly expanding zone of 
Japanese influence and ambition, will expose it to the risk of untold 
perils whenever the war-clouds should burst again. 

In a message that the “ population " of Bureya, doubtless in the 
interests of publicity, were reported a few weeks ago to have sent to 
Stalin they pledged themselves “to fight for the transformation of 
the district into an iron fortress, against which the Imperialists who 
seek to attack our Far Eastern frontiers will be smashed.” On the 
day when the Jews are called upon to fulfil that pledge the military 
tocsin will sound the death-knell of the “ Jewish Republic.”

A PROPHET VINDICATED 


Three Decades of Misrepresentation 


The Thirtieth Anniversary of the death of Theodor Herzl will occur, according to the civil calendar, on Tuesday 
next, July 3rd. The following article on the great. founder of Zionism, viewed from the distance of thirty years, ts 


written by Herzl’s “‘ English Secretary,” Jacob de Haas. 


“The Jewish Question exists wherever Jews live in perceptible 
numbers. Where it does not exist, it is carried bY Jews in the 
course of their migrations... The unfortunate Jews are now 
carrying anti-Semitism into England; they have already introduced 
it into America.” So wrote Theodor Herzl in that unique pamphlet, 
* The Jewish State,” a title familiar to everyone, but the text of 
which has been absorbed by few even of the readers of its many 
editions. Glancing back over the years, and as his first sponsor to 
the Jewish masses, in July, 1896, I realise that Herz] has remained 
the unique personality in Jewish affairs, the only man of note who 
saw the Jewish problem whole, 
who set it down in simpie terms, 
formulated the solution, and had 
the courage to attempt to put that 
solution into effect. 

He was a prophet in his gener 
ation, and remains the prophet; 
unwelcome, despite all the laud- 
ations which are being showered 
upon him by those who turn his 
life and teachings into a homiiy 
to serve petty and banal purposes. 
For the evils against which his 
lifework was a protest not only 
still exist, but they have widened, 
and deepened, and spread even 
beyond his anticipation, though he 
wrote these attention-compelling 
lines; © My happier co-religionists 
will not believe me till Jew-baiting 
teaches them the truth; for the 
longer anti-Semitism lies in. abey- 


ance, the more fiercely it will 
break out .. We are certain 
to suffer very severely in the 


struggle between classes, because 


we stand in the most exposed 
positions in the camps of both 
socialists and capitalists.” If that 


does not sum up the position of 
the Jews throughout the world in 
1934, not only am 1 very stupid 
but all Jewish publications have 
entered into a conspiracy of mis- 
representation, and the Press of 
the whole world is aiding them in 
the fraud. 

In the hectic strivings of the 
eight years of his life which were 
absorbed by the Jewish problem, 
Herzl proved that the powers could 
be brought to unite on one point in 
their relations to the Jews—on 
the question of reintegration and 
settlement in Palestine. This was 
his major achievement as a Jewish 
statesman, and all the orzanisations and institutions which he 
brought into existence, most of which survive, were merely means 
to the practical end he sought to attain. An unlucky play at 
* logomachy "—the word is his—translated Jewish State into “Heim: 
state,” and thus became parent of the phrase “Jewish National 
Home” in the Balfour Declaration and in the Mandate for Palestine. 
It was part of the clarity of his vision that no sooner had the first 
Zionist Congress made this verbal error, than he penned a long 
article to make clear that he meant no less than “ state” when he 
yielded to the fears of those Russian Zionists who felt that the word 
state’ might compromise them.

Herzl was loyal to himself. In 
every great crisis he held fast to 
his own doctrine, “our enemies 
have made us one in our despite,” 
in his opposition to ~ tea-kettle 
phenomena,’ and in his demand for 
a measure of salvation equal tothe 
dimensions of the Jewish problem. 

“In the eyes of the non-Jewish 
writers . . the problem is 
that the Jews are at once too rich 
and too poor. In Jewish eyes, the 
problem. is how to escape perse- 
cution.” So wrote Carl Joubert, 
who rejeeted Zionism. Herzl’s solution was to create a Jewish State 
in order to liquidate the Diaspora. He was the first and remains 
perhaps the only outstanding Jewish personality who comprehended 
the Diaspora as a unit among the pations and was burned by the 
pain of the degradation of persecution. The point at which he parted 
company with almost all his fellow-Jews was that he felt if was 
ignoble to suffer the world’s contempt, and he had practically nothing 
in common with the present Zionist organisation because he had no 
interest in measures of amelioration, in palliatives. He was the 
propounder of a solution for a trouble that he correctly diagnosed. 

He rose a quarter-of-a-century after Central Europe had emanci- 
pated the Jews and he denounced the emancipation as a political, 
social and economic failure. The Diaspora was already in liquidation 
at the fringes, but the excesses in Eastern Europe had created new 
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whirlpools in the passive resisting centres. In 1904 the tempo of 
dissolution by inter-marriage, baptism and race suicide had increased. 
In contrast the group who were under the spell of Herzl’s personality 
had intensified and clarified their Jewish self-consciousness. The 


great middle ground was filled with Jews practising the automatic 


reflexes inbred by age-long habit $v 1914 the Zionists had suffered 
a severe check, the masses were being absorbed in Diaspora 
Nationalism, and the pace of assimilation greatly increased not only 
by baptisms and intermarriage and race suicide but by the entry of 
great groups of Jews into proletarian movements which though 
they used Yiddish as a medium of speech were determinedly 
un-Jewish‘and even anti-Jewish. 

The War and its aftermath had produced by 1924 an entirely 
new group of experiences.

Questions in Parliament 
PEGGING AWAY AT IMMIGRATION RESTRICTIONS 


ROAD BETWEEN HAIFA AND TEL-AVIV ? 
House OF COMMONS. 

Mr. SUMMERSBY (L.N., Shoreditch) asked the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies whether his attention had been called to the 
inadequacy of the road communication between Haifa and Tel-Aviv, 
Palestine; and whether, in view of the opening of the new harbour 
at the former place and the rapid increase of the population of the 
latter, consideration will be given to improving such communica- 
tion at an early date. 

Sir PHILIP CUNLIFFE-LISTER replied: The report of the local 
Committee includes a recommendation for the construction of a road 
between Jaffa and Haifa. The recommendations of the Committee 
will require most careful consideration, and Lam at present awaiting 
an expression of the High Commissioner's views. 

Capt. STRICKLAND (C., Coventry) asked Sir Philip if he would 
state the number of certificates applied for by the Jewish Agency 
for the half-year April to October 1984; what number had been 
allotted by the Government for that period; and.whether that 
number would be in addition to any excess allowed in the previous 
half-vear. 

Sir Puiuipe replied: The Jewish Agency applied for a labour 
immigration schedule of 20,100 for the period mentioned, and the 
High Commissioner for Palestine decided to authorise a schedule of 
5,600. The answer to the last part of the question is in the negative. 

Mr. JANNER (Lib., Whitechape!) asked whether the Jewish Agency 
applied for immigration certificates for Palestine on the definite 
basis of labour requirements there; whether Sir Philip's attention 
had been called to the complaints of large employers of labour and 
others tn Palestine concerning the serious shortage of labour there 
owing to those requirements not having been met; and whether he 
would make full inquiries with a view to permitting a sufficient 
number of workers to enter Palestine in the current year. 

Sir PHILIP replied: In- fixing the numbers of the half-yearly 
labour immigration schedules, the High Commissioner for Palestine 
takes into consideration the Jewish Agency's estimates of the number 
of labour vacancies which are likely to exist, after those estimates 
have been submitted to detailed examination by the Director of 
Immigration. Ll am aware of complaints of shortage of certain 
classes of labour, but I have full confidence in the judgment of the 
High Commissioner, who is in the best position to decide what is 
the true economic absorptive eapacity of Palestine having regard 


- both to the present and the future. 


Mr. JANNER: Has the Colontal Secretary examined the state. 
ments made by industrialists in the country who are concerned with 
its absorptive capacity, and will he at a future date consult them 
regarding future certificates ? 

Sir PHILLP: No Sir, most certainly not. The policy followed 
has been carried out by every Government entrusted with the 
Mandate. It is absolutely essential that the detailed application of 
that policy should rest with the High Commissioner on the spot. 

Capt. STRICKLAND (C., Coventry): Will the Colonial Secretary 
give an assurance to the House that the policy of the Government is 
based only on absorptive capacity and not upon political reasons? 

Sir Puinip: Yes. I am very glad that question has been put, if 
it be for the twentieth time. No consideration has ever actuated 
H.M. Government or the High Commissioner except the economic 
absorptive capacity. : 

In reply to a question by Major PROCTER (C., Accrington), Sir 
PHILIP said: Steps are being taken to improve the facilities at both 
Haifa and Jaffa, and I have no reason to believe that when the 
necessary improvements have been carried out, the accommodation 
and facilities available at these two harbours will not be sufficient 
to meet the needs of Palestine for many years to come. I am aware 
that the possibility of constructing a harbour at Tel-Aviv has been 
tentatively suggested, but I have not received from the High Com- 
missioner any proposal for such a harbour; and so far as | am aware, 
such a work is not contemplated by the Palestine Government. 

Mr. Wepawoop (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) asked -what 
proportion of local taxation in Jerusalem was drawn from local 
rates, exclusive of water; and what proportion from urban property 
tax. 
Sir Poinip replied: The information is not available, but I will 
ask the High Commissioner. 

In reply to a question about airdrome facilities, Sir Philip 
stated that the whole matter was under active consideration. 

Mr. Leckie (Lib., Walsall) asked Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister 
whether he could give the House the result of his enquiries into the 
threatened interference with the level of the Sea of Galilee by the 
new electricity works now in progress on the River Jordan. 

Sir PHILIP replied that under the concession granted to the 
Palestine Electric Corporation in 1926, that Company was given the 
right to dam the water of Lake Tiberias to a maximum level! and to 
draw off the water to a minimum level-as might be agreed upon 
between the High Commissioner for Palestine and the Company. 
There had been a considerable fall in the level of the lake this year, 
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but he understood from the Company that this was almost entirely 
due to natural causes, 

Capt. STRICKLAND and Mr. JANNER asked the Secretary to the 
Overseas trade department, whether he had yet received any 
Report from the Trade Commissioner in Palestine as to the results 
of the Levant Fair at Tel-Aviv. 

Dr. BurGIN, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, replied 
that the Secretary, Overseas Trade Department had called for, but 
had not yet received, a report from the British Commercial Agent in 
Palestine on the results of the Fair. The substance of the report, 
when received, would,in co-operation with the Federation of British 
Industries, be brought to the notice of British manufacturers likely 
to be interested in openings for the sale of British goods in the 
territory in question. — 

In the House of Lords last week, the Palestine Loan Bill, which 
had already passed the Commons, was read a second time. 

The Earl of PLymoutHu, Under Secretary for the Colonies, 
explained that the Bill authorised the Treasury to guarantee a loan 
not exceeding £2,000,000 to be raised by the Palestine Govern- 
ment for the carrying out of public works in Palestine.

Progress of Aviation in Palestine 
A NEW CIVIL LANDING FIELD 


THE HEBREW UNIVERSITY 
our C rresponde JERUSALEM. 

His Excellency the High Commissioner's aeroplane was the 
first to land on the new airport, now merely a well-turfed field, on 
the Wilhbelma track, not far from Lydda railway junction, on the day 
of the opening of the Levant Fair. General Wauchope made 
nmlequate reference to the serviee, that this landing ground is 
destined to give to civil aviation in. Palestine, providing as it does a 
great boon to residents of Jerusalem and Tel-Aviv, who found the 
ield at Gaza too distant for adequate convenience. . 

l understand that improvements, such as concreting and shed 
accommodation, costing in ‘the neighbourhood of £8,000, are to 
be carried out on this site, in order to make it a first-class airport. 
An official announcement issued a couple of days before the landing- 
ground was officially inaugurated stated that the High Commis- 
sioner had for some time past been lmmpressed with the need for 
establishing a civil aerodrome more centrally situated than Gaza or 
the other landing grounds which have been made available to civil 
wircraft. The site selected is about three miles north of Lydda. 
The first publie use of the field is being made by the Egyptian 
\irways (Misr Airwork), which has established a service between 
Egypt and Palestine as far north as Haltla. 

Research and Discovery 

The incréasing importance of the work of the Hebrew University 
is shown in ihe latest developments in its research service. 
Announcement has been made in New York by Dr. J. L. Magnes, 
the Chancellor, of the creation of a trust fund of approximately 
£40,000 (contributed by anonymous English donors) for the estab- 
lishment and maintenance at the University of a department for 
research into the causes and cure of cancer. The University intends 
using part of the available funds for the erection and adequate 
equipment of special laboratories, and the plan worked out provides 
for research in radio-biology, physiological chemistry, and the study 
of cells and tissues, over a period of ten years. 

The Palestine Government has granted £P.500 for various 
pieces of research, namely £P.150 for malaria and £P.150 for fow].- 
pox research to be carried out by the Department of Hygiene, and 
£P.200 for tield-mice plaghe research, to be done by the Department 
of Zoology. This is the first. time that the Palestine Government 
has made a direct official grant to the University, and it speaks well

Dangerous Misunderstandings 


JEWISH IGNORANCE TO BLAME ? 


A GRAVE MENACE TO THE YISHUYV 


To the Editor of Tue JewIse CHRONICLE 


Sir,—Recent- observant English visitors to Palestine have 
commented, in some cases almost reproachfully, upon the fact that 
while England is doing its best to rule Palestine sensibly and with 
justice to all, a species of Anglophobia—a bitter anti-British feeling 
—is being developed among the Jewish ;20ple hardly compatible 
with the debt of gratitude which Jewry owes Great Britain for 
having liberated this land and accepted, in the face of much internal 
and external opposition, the League's Mandate for Palestine. 

As one of those who has lived here since the earliest part of last 
decade and a journalist with some experience of local politics, I 
have frequently explained that this feeling is not anti-British 
in any racial sense, so much as an antagonism engendered by a 
deep sense of grievance over the application of certain aspects of 
British colonial policy ; and that to say that the Jews, particularly 
the Eastern European Jews both here and abroad, are developing 
racial Anglophobia is a misunderstanding of contemporary Jewish 
political thought. The fault lies, [ have pointed out, in the dis 
crepancy between Parliamentary assurances and local official 
practice ; or between policies laid down in London and the local 
interpretation thereof. | 


Cases of Official Stupidity 

Nevertheless, the situation does give one furiously to think, 
Personally,.l have no desire to adulate British officialdom in Pales- 
tine—in many cases, quite the contrary, because of the peculiar 
manner in which these oflicials, certain well-placed Jews among 
them, conceive their public duty. I have witnessed examples of 
crass officiousness on the part of certain of these British and Auglo- 
Jewish officials that does not redound to their credit. 

But i¢ would be absurd to regard such incidents as forming a 
basis for anti-British sentiment. I believe that a more conscious 
attempt ought to be made to explain to the Jewish people the true 
character of the English people, who are so ovyer-caricatured and 


lampooned. Sometimes what appears to people of English up- 
bringing as a most obvious jest, some gross over-characterisation 
perhaps, is actually regarded by foreigners as “the real thing.’ In 


England, there is no more likeable people than the English; they 
are courteous. hospitable, friendly, understanding, and readily 
appreciative. According to the local reading, however. they are 
considered exactly the reverse of each of these qualities. Much of 
this arises from a wrong interpretation of “ British reserve,” that 
natural reticence the nature of which people of a different breeding 
and outlook cannot grasp. 


A Piliable Misconception of the British 


Nothing substantial has been done to interpret the strange 
mixture of simplicity and complexity in the British temperament to 
the Jewish people who are, after all, so very dependent upon Great 
Britain for many things in Palestine. One result of this neglect has 
been to stimulate an incipient -hostility to British institutions and 
colonial traditions that is far from justified. At the Hebrew 
University; for example, as one of our recent non-Jewish visitors 
trom England pointed out, there is no Chair of English, which could 
in the Hebrew language interpret to the Jews British character, 
institutions, psychology, politics and spirit. We all know the 
Popular continental conception of a colonial Englishman ; a pipe. 
smoking, whisky-tippling, sun-helmeted giant whose main recreations 
are football, tennis and golf and whose interests outside that are n:/. 
Very few of the Jews in Palestine who are not of British upbringing 
believe that there are intellectuals in English Society, either officials 
or private individuals. So profound is this ignorance that.one is 
accused of misplaced patriotism when one makes an assertion of 
this kind. 

-As IL have said, I have no desire to condone the crudities in 
behaviour of some of the British and Anglo-Jewish officials. Some 
of them are snobs; but then there are Jewish snobs, too. Others 
are arrogant ; but among us Jews we have recently been treated 
to vivid examples of partisan arrogance in the form of actual 
internecine strife. The Jewish critics of the British declare, * They 
don't understand us.’ But have these critics thought of any instance 
where Jews have tried to understand the British? When I say 
Jews, | mean the Jews of Poland, Russia, Czechoslovakia and 
Germany and the like. 


importing Germany's Hate for England 

In discussing this gross misunderstanding of the British, it is 
impossible to overlook the effects of the recent German-Jewish 
immigration. These German-Jewish newcomers have not come 
here as Zionists ; they have come as refugees. Quite possibly, 
if Hitler toned down his anti-Jewish policy, or a new regime 
gained power they would seriously consider returning to Germany : 
20 one blames. them—they are the product of their environ- 
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ment and training. Yet these German immigrants in many 
instances come here with a scarcely concealed contempt of Great 
Britain, acquired during the War from German newspaper cartoons 


or after the war from popular misconceptions in Germany of 


England's attitude towards that country. It is hardly surprising 
that their views and thoughts tinge the local outlook. This element 
is utterly ignorant of Great Britain. Must they acquire their know- 
ledge of English customs and the English mind from chance 
encounters with soldiers and policemen in the streets? So obvious 
are the seeds of this German Anglophoba that one Englishman 
expressed himself to me on the subject of German-Jewish settlement 
as follows: “It is German peaceful penetration which will be harmful 
to England in the event of a future war with Germany and better 
conditions for the Jews there; because the German Jews in Pales- 
tine hate us now anyway.” 

That everything in the local press, whether Jewish or Arab, is 
conceived and written with anti-British bias, is the general con- 
sensus of English opinion. Not a paper is printed daily but some 
form of Anglophobia is manifested. The natural counter-argument 
for Jews ‘and Arabs, too) is that these English officials get their 
salaries, and fat salaries at that, so why do they complain? They 
would be worse off in England. j 

it should not be forgotten, however, that the new wave of 
resentment I have described is coming mainly from visitors, who 
are distressed at finding enmity where they had expected gratitude. 
Not all the visitors are carefully-escorted and propaganda-nursed 
politicians or journalists, lavishly wined and dined and patted on 
the back. Some are ordinary tourists, others are unobtrusive men 
and women of influence, pursuing their enquiries without resort to 
the official Jewish reception bodies. They know how to read 
between the lines of- editorial articles, and are pained with what 
they learn. 

Zionist Leaders’ Reprehensib‘e Neglect 


The Zionist leadership is, in a measure,to blame. Just as it 
has failed to create any instrument of approach to and undérstanding 
ofthe Arabs (and I am not necessarily to be dubbed a Brith Shalonrist 
if | say that!. so has it not set up any body or bureau or institution 
to interpret the British people to the Jewish people. This self. 
complacency, this reliance upon the Jewish undertaking for its own 
merits. a ‘take it'or leave it’ attitude, is a grave mistake. To be 
frank, it is a mistake that is likely to lead to an irrevocable animosity 
between the British and the Jews if the present relations are allowed 
to develop as they are doing. Such an eventuality would be. tragic 
if not disastrous from all points of view.

POLAND 


The Tension Grows 


Concentration Camps to be Formed 
[From our Correspondent—WaArsaw] 


While the murderer of the Polish Minister is still undetected, 
the authorities have adopted harsh measures by which they hope to 
stamp out political terrorism and put an end to the atmosphere of 
hatred which led up. to the tragedy. One newspaper has openly 
stated that the toleration of attacks made by one section of the 
population on the other, meaning the Jews, is very largely responsible 
for the assassination. The authorities have made numerous arrests 
among National Radicals and “ Endeks,”’ putting some 700 persons in 
prison. The founder of the party, a young Warsaw lawyer who was 
also the Editor of the official Nara paper, is among those detained. 
All the arrested are to be sent to concentration camps which are in 
process of construction. 

The effect has been to stop, for a time at least, the wild attacks 
on Jews. For several days the Naras were afraid to appear in the 
streets. Not a single greyshirt was seen anywhere. On Friday, 
however, they again made their appeatance in uniform but went 
about quietly. The Government has closed their headquarters and 
branches in Warsaw, but has not declared the party illegal as yet. 

In an article published in the official GAZETA POLSKA last week, 
an announcement was made that the authoritics “ will tolerate no 
more the aping of Hitlerism tm Poland,” and that all such attempts 
will be suppressed with a firm hand. The concentration camps are 
intended for all Kinds of political offenders and all those whose 
conduct is likely to endanger public peace. Communists, National 
Kadicals, Ukrainian terrorists and Jews of the Left parties, especially, 
it was stated, the “.lewish Red Front (whatever that may mean) 
may find their way into the camps. 


Jewish Hospitals in Danger 
Possibility of Closing Down 


More than fifty Jewish hospitals throughout the country are in 
danger of being closed down on account of the critical financial 
condition of Polish Jewry. In addition, the Government is refusing 
them the assistance which it formerly granted. It is the policy of 
the authorities to do away with Jewish hospitals as far as possible, 
in order to bring about what it calls an “ interchange” of medical 
staff. This means that while Jewish doctors can find no work in 
non-Jewish institutions, the non-Jewish doctors are taking the place 
of Jews in Jewish hospitals. 

The closing of the Jewish hospitals would be a severe blow to 
Jewish medicine as, according to the law, every doctor must undergo 


a period of hospital practice before being allowed to start on his own. ° 


if the Jewish hospitals are clesed, hundreds and possibly thousands 
of Jewish medical students will be unable to qualify. 


The Jewish Telegraphic Agency is informed by the Executive of the 
Warsaw Jewish Community that it is transmitting to the authorities a 
copy of a hectographed leaflet which was. being distributed at the Church 
doors on Sunday, alleging that the Jews murdered the Polish Minister of 
the Interior, M. Pieracki, ‘‘ because it was advantageous to the Jews.’’ 
The Jewish Community Executive declares that it is convinced that the 
authorities will track down these agents proveca‘eurs and deal with them 
according to the law. 

Zerubawel and Nathan Buxbaum, leaders of the Left Poale Zion, and 
Jacob Leszezynski and Pinhas Schwarz, the Editors of the Bundist 
FOLKSCAJTUNG have been arrested. No reason for their arrest is given. 
Three have since been released, but Baxbaum remains in prison. 


LATVIA. 


Anti-Semitic Movement Suppressed 


The Latvian Government has suppressed the anti-Semitic 
Fascist movement which has recently been growing very aggressive. 
When the U!lmanis Government teok power in May, the Latvian 
Fascists hastened to express in public their confidence in the new 
Government. Underground, however, they continued their sub- 
versive activity against the State, plotting to seize the State 
machinery and appoint their leader, Zelmin, as Prime Minister. 
The Government discovered the plot and raided a secret meeting. 
About sixty people were arrested and summarily sentenced by the 
Administrative Court, and another thirty, including all the Fascist 
leaders, have been handed over for trial by Court-Martial. 


Boycott Committee Illegal ? 


Twenty members of the Jewish Boycott Committee in Riga 
have been summoned to appear before an Investigating Judge on 
the charge of belonging to an illegal organisation and extorting 
money (the reference is to pledges deposited with the Boycott 
Committee by certain merchants as a guarantee that they would not 
continue to import goods from Germany). They are all liable to 


imprisonment. Each of the accused has had to sign an undertaking 
that he will not leave Latvia pending the hearing. 


A move has begun among Latvian Jews to learn Lettish, on account of 
a new law which declares that the offidial language in all State institutions 
is Lettish, and that Latvian citizens must in their relations with these 
institutions employ only the Lettish language. Official applications in 
another language will not be answered. An exception is made for 
foreigners. 


AUSTRIA 


Disunion in Vienna 


The Chief Rabbi of Vienna, Dr. Feuchtwang, has been received in 
audience by the President, M. Miklas. This is testimony to the high 
esteem in which Dr. Feuchtwangtis held in the country. Unfortua- 
nately, it is not typical of present conditions in the Jewish 
Community here, as notwithstanding the continued danger of 
attacks from outside, disunion in the Community itself grows 
daily worse. This is exemplified in the case of the Orthodox Jews 
who now desire to establish a separate Kehilla. | 

The non-Zionist members of the Board of Deputies have 
resigned their seats on all committees of that body on account of the 
refusal of the Zionist majority to nominate another non-Zionist for 
a vacancy on the Managing Committee of the Board. 


The first issue of a Jewish monarchist newspaper, the LEGITIMIsTIN 
ZEITUNG, published by the Jewish Legitimist Society has made its 
appearance in Vienna. The object of the newspaper is to forward the 
movement for the re-establishment of the monarchist regime under the 
Crown Prince Otto. 

The famous Jewish poet Bialik arrived in Vienna last week. ‘The poet 
underwent a serious operation but is progressing well and will soon leave 
hospital. Mr. Bialik is the guest Of Mr. Max Delfiner in Vienna. 


RUMANIA 


M. Barthou Rebukes Cuza 


During a formal session of Parliament held in honour of M. 
Barthou, the French Foreign Minister, Professor Cuza, the anti- 
Semitic leader, greeted him as the representative of ~ Nationalist 
Christian France,’ and went on to inveigh against the alleged 
Jewish domination of Europe. M. Barthou, in his reply to the 
welcome speeches, dealt with Cuza's onslaught. “Iam a Nation- 
alist and a Christian,’ he said, “a Nationalist in the best sense ol 
the word; for | demand respect for the laws which serve to protect 
nationalist rights, but also respect for the rights of all oppressed | 
nations. I am a Christian and a Catholic, and therefore | demand 
respect for the right of the adherents of any religion freely to 
exercise their belief.” 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Jewry Safeguarded 


The terms of fusion between the Nationalist Party of 
General Hertzog and the South African Party of General Smuts 
contain the following pronouncement: The Party acknowledges the 
sovereignty and guidance of Almighty God in the destiny of peoples 
and countries, and desires the development of the people of South 
Africa along Christian lines, without prejudice to the right of the 
individual citizen to freedom of thought, conscience and religion ; 
the promotion of healthy feelings of national pride, based on the 
fullest appreciation of the nation’s spiritual and cultural heritage 
in all its bearings and the protection of the rights of every sec‘ on 
of the population therein. The rights and privileges guarante: to 
each section of the people by the Constituticn shall be impartially 
maintained and safeguarded. 


The South African Secretary for Justice has informed the Rev. M. 
Konviser, Minister of the Griqualand West Hebrew Congregation, that 
H.E. the Governor-General has appointed him Commissioner of Oaths fo: 
the whole district of Kimberley. 


FRANCE —It is reported that the World Jewish Congress Committce 
in Paris is organising a Conference of French Jewry in Paris, on Sunday. 
The Conference will consider the position of World Jewry and particularly 
the Jewish problem in Germany, the boycott and the World Jewish 
Conogress problem. It will also elect delegates to the Conference which 
will be held in Geneva in August to determine the place, date and 
programme of the World Jewish Conference. 


PERSIA—A correspondent writes to describe a unique Jewish 
Society in Teheran, which is devoted to the promotion among Jewish 
children of Hebrew songs and music. It is known as “* Kol Naim,” and 
has been in existence for ten years. The Society is very eager to get in 
touch with similar organisations in this country.

PALESTINE DEBATE IN THE LORDS 


Vague and Nebulous Arab Grievances 


DISGUST AT GE RMANY’ S DEFAULT 


[From our Parliamentary Correspondent’ 

The Parliamentary Group who recently visited Palestine had a 
long interview with Sir Philip Cunliffe-Lister, the Colonial Secre- 
tary,on Wednesday. Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P., headed the delegation: 
and [ understand that a strong appeal was made by him and bis 
colleagues that much larger Jewish immigration should be allowed 
into Palestine in order that progress in the country should not be 
impeded. They based that plea mainly on their personal observa. 
tion and the numerous interviews which they 
there with representative members of all « 
Community. I hear that among other matters discussed was the 
question of adequate allowances for Jewish education. 

Vice-Admiral Taylor was not present in the House to ask his 
question, which concluded with a request that the Colonial Secre 
tary should consider strict limitation of further Jewish immigration 
while the problem of Arab unemployment exists, with the result that 
Members who were ready to put supplementary questions to counter 
the attack were prevented from doing so. Dr. Salter's question, 
directed to controlling the sale of intoxicating liquor in Palestine, 
with the obvious inference that drunkenness: prevails there. 
could also not be followed up for the same reason. This practice is 
deplored by Members interested as serious allegations are made, 
and ifthe Member is not in his place the answer is printed in 
“Hansard” next day without the opportunity being afforded the 
House of hearing questions and replies directed to clearing up the 
misunderstandings. 

“The Viscount TEMPLETOWN withdrew his request to the Govern. 
ment ‘“ whether they are now prepared to act upon the Passfield 
Declaration in recognition of the Arabs and their rights as a nation: 
and to move for Papers’) after debate inthe House on Wednesday. In 
his opening speech he referred to a letter he had received from Lord 
Islircon and used arguments similar to those repeatedly adduced 
by the small number of so-called Arab protagonists. He referred, 
inter alia, to the stirring of the Moslem world by the injustice of 
the Balfour Declaration—the pledges tothe Arabs—the findings of six 
Commissions and Arab unemployment alleged to be created by 
Jewish immigration. It appeared to be a half-hearted appeal and 
carried little conviction. Whilst afew members claimed support for 
Lord Templetown's view or for the action ofthe administration in 
Palestine in curtailing immigration, the really effective and vigorous

contributions to the debate came from those who opposed the 


motion. Lord Snell made am impressive statement on the obliga- 
tions of the Mandatory Power to facilitate the development of the 
Jewish National Home and showed how Jewish activities in Palestine 
had benefited all sections of the Community there. In convincing 
speeches, Lord Lytton, Lord Melchett and Lord Reading demon 
strated the evil effects on industry of the shortage of labour which 
prevails, and after Lord Piymouth had spoken in justification of 
the Governments attitude, Lord Strabolgi pressed for greater 
consideration of the Jewish claims. The prestige of the Passfield 
Paper was certainly not enhanced by the debate. 

The debates in the House of Commons on the Debts Clearing 
Oflices and lmport. Restrictions Bill which took place on 
Monday and Tuesday showed how the patience of all Members had 
been severely tried by the uncivilised action of the Nazi regime in 
Germany. Member after Member, including those who on other 
grounds opposed sections of the Bill, expressed condemnation of 
these methods. The remark by Mr. Mason, that he was assured by the 
nuthorities in Germany that the campaign against the Jewish people 
there would cease, was met with expressions of incredulity from the 
House. ‘The fact that Germany was spending large sums of money 
for Nazi propaganda in other countries was strongly condemned and 
Mr. Geoffrey Mander's statement “is it not equally true that she has 
pursued at home a deliberate policy towards certain members of her 
own community which has created an inevitable refusal on the part 
of their comrades, associates and friends to purchase German 
goods? As a result of the tribal persecution carried out in 
Germany there has been a revulsion of feeling which, in 
itself, has prevented the development of her export trade and, 
indeed, has severely crippled it. She bas only to reverse that 
policy and to behave like a civilised nution and she will have no 
difficulty once more in. building up her export trade,” reflected 
the general opinion of the House.

ANNUAL MEETING 


The Annual Meeting of the Day Nursery was held on Tuesday 


at 17, Kensington Palace Gardens, the residence of Lady Seligman. 
The Hon, Mrs. CLive BEHRENS presided, representing her mother 
Lady Rothschild, the President of the Nursery, and very strongly 
commended the work of the Institution, appealing for further 
support. Mrs. Behrens declared that doctors had always told her 
how they could recognise among their child patients those who had 
had the advantage of being at a Day Nursery, since such children 
were invariably better behaved and easier to manage than the 
children who unfortunately had to run wild in the streets. 

Mrs. MODEL presented the Annual Report and Balance Sheet. They 
had, she said, as a first duty, to congratulate their Chairman and their 
President on the fact that the latter celebrated ber ninetieth birthday in 
March this year. The Committee extended a very hearty welcome to 
all those present to come to the Nursery at any time, other than Saturdays 
and Sundays, and see for-themselves what was being done there. The 
Matron of the Nursery had brought with her “ four little mauve and pink 
specimens of the forty or fifty daily attendants,’’ but as they were most 
anxious to enlarge their work and to start a Nursery School she felt that 
a personal visit by men and women whom they had interested in their 
work by coming among them that afternoon would prove a very convincing 
argument for the provision of better accommodation for their Staff. The 
children had been provided with a little Paradise; but the Staff, who had 
to work in somewhat uncongenial surroundings, were in peed of con. 
sideration. They had escaped comparatively unscathed the very bad 
epidemic of measies that had raged all round them this spring, and that 
and all the other good factors included in the Report were owed to the credit 
of their Matron, their Medical Officer and their Staff. Mrs. Model thanked 
the young helpers of the Nursery. 

The Report contains a list of wants by the Matron, inc! tuding 60 china 
porridge plates, brushes, combs and t wthbrushes, knitted vests (all 
sizes), 50 face flannels and 50 bibs, plants and flowers, toys, balls, hoops 
and unbreakable dolls, old clothing, linen and blankets, magazines, theatre 
or concert tickets for the Staff.

Meat Charges Protest 


[From our Correspondent} 


A “protest mass meeting,” organised by the newly-formed 
United Brethren (Manchester and Salford) Provisional Protection 
Society, was held on Sunday at the old Rydal Mount Chapel, Waterloo 
Road, Hightown. Mr. M. Moscovitch, who presided, said that they 
protested against the increased charges for meat which had been 
imposed, as « result of the Shechita Board increasing its charges to 
the butchers. They also wanted the question of the wages of 
Shochetim and Sealers, and the appotntment of Marav Hakolel to 
be discussed. The poorer people, said Mr. Moscovitch, and especially 
those unfortunate enough to be unemployed, could not pay the 
increased 2d. a pound that was being charged for meat. These 
people could not buy fowls if they could only afford to buy a half- 
pound of meat. The wages of Shochetim, they claimed, were much 
too high. The Shechita Board was out of touch with the poor 
people who could not afford to belong to synagogues, and this new 
organisation asked for more “democratic” representation on the 
Board whereby these poor people could have a voice in its delibera- 
tions. The delegates on the Board represented mainly synagogues, 
and no account was taken of the thousands outside the synagogues. 
A further complaint was that the Board did not make public 
its accounts, and they asked that the Community should have a 
regular opportunity of seeing those accounts. The Board boasted 
that it “ buried the poor.” They did not want the Board to “ bury 
the poor’ in the way it did; and they were taking steps to form a 
Burial Board fora penny or two a week, which poor people could 
join and retain their pride. Finally, they wanted a really repre- 
sentative Rav, Harav Hakolel, who would be at the head of the 
Board of Shechita and whom they could approach and who would 
be without fear or favour.

“Liverpool Jewry 
— -— 
.To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 


.Sik,—With reference to my recent letter in your columns and 
the replies it has evoked, I had no wish ever to deny that there are 
a number of excellent communal workers in the city, who, 
gratuitously and without thought of reward, render valuable services 
to their fellow-Jews. And if, inthe course of my attacks on the less 
desirable element, I have caused the former any offence, I offer them 
this sincere and humble apology. I think | ought to state that Reb 
Sheftel ” represents not only nimself but a group of persons well- 
known in communal affairs, who are gravely concerned at the way 
Judaism is being degraded by certain leaders, lay and spiritual, ‘of 
Liverpool Jewry. | 

First, | must remind Mr. Fagin that the centra\ theme of my attack 
was the religious position of the Jews in Liverpool. From his letter we 
would gather one point; that Jewish Nationalism is the only thing that 
keeps Jews at all within the fold and is, therefore, the redeeming feature 
of the Liverpool Jewish Community. No greater substantiation of my 
assertions of bankrupt leadership is necessary. 

Lhave no quarrel with the Zionist movement. Far from desiring to 
minimise its value, 1 would like to place on record a-heartfelt gratitude 
and admiration for the invaluable work done by its adherents. But ata 
time when Zionism and Atheism are associated by journalists of the 
dominant faith, the fact that most of our Synagogues and socicties are 
affiliated to the Zionist Central Council is of little consequence. 

Again, the majority of the Synagogues of Great Britain are linked up 
with the Zionist movement. Yet on all sides we see nothing but religious 
decadence. It is evident that the Zionist ideal is insufi. sient to enable Jews 
to withstand assimilative tendencies, and to secure their adherence to the 
traditions of their Faith. That Zionism is better than nothing is no con- 
solation for the future of Judaism. 

I feel sure that a communal official of Mr. Hyam’'s experience and 
importance will understand how my charges against the Ministry are 
backed by a profound feeling among the Community, From his daily con- 
tact with all sections of the Community he must realise that the Ministry 
in Liverpool has long ago lost the confidence of its flock, that the spiritual 
leadership of the Community is animated to a great extent by material 
considerations, and to state that Judaism in Liverpeol is run on a business 
basis is not incorrect. 

I will supply one case in point to what Il am referring. Some weeks ago 
I was present at a local Synagogue when the members of the congregation 
were told from the pulpit that they had businesses and that they had 
property, but that their children were worthless as Jews. Since the 
appearance of my letter, this same dignitary at a social function 
extolled the virtues of Liverpool's Jewish Youth, implying that the 
Community has been libelled. I do not think that I can be. accused of 
having a short memory, or that I misunderstood the speaker; for there are 
numerous witnesses to the fact that these statements were made. Such 
inconsistency of speech apart from practice, which is by no means an 
isolated case, greatly lowers the prestige of our spiritual leaders aad 
creates mistrust in the mind of the average congregant. 

I would ask Mr. Hyam to show any Synagogue in Liverpool, not 
excluding the one which he so loyally and ably serves, that has any kind 
of activity beyond the statutory services designed to be of interest ard 
value to the English-born generation. In particular, which Synagogue 
commands the services of an KEnuglish-speaking Minister who not merely 
by pulpit utterance. but by work among the adolescent youth, is keeping 
the flame of Judaism alive? A sermon that goes in one ear and out of the 
other and delivered to a half-nodding congregation is of no value. 

It is admitted that not only criticism but a constructive plan is also 
required, and I beg to submit the following three points: 

>» 1.- The end:ng of the present commercial atmosphere in the adminis- 
tration of Jewish precept and ceremonial, ie 


2. The provision of spiritual leaders whose energy and religious 
honesty shall inspire the confidence and respect of the young; by intense 
educational activities, especially among Zionists. 

8. The election of lay officials only from those who do not by their 
everyday activities bring contempt and hostility upon the whole Jewish 
people. 

I know that there are difficulties operating against such a plan, but 
granted the proper spirit it can be achieved.

Congress was given in the North British Station Hotel. Mr. J. 
Solomon presided over a large gathering, including delegates from 
Germany, Austria, France, Poland, Rumania and England. Rabbi 
Dr. Salis Daiches said that they were glad to welcome the Jewish 
members of the Congress who had attained Internationa: fame 
and had made an important contribution to the world’s cultural - 
progress. Some of the writers present were known to them as men 
of genius, who had received their inspiration from Jewish sources, 
Others had written in the language of the country of their birth, 
and had enriched the world’s literature in that way, but they 
were still conscious of their Jewishness, and were determined 
to uphold the honour of the Jewish name everywhere. There 
was only one country in the world where the services of 
those Jewish writers were rejected and their works banned—Nazi 
Germany which, by its attitude, had placed itself outside the pale of 
civilisation. Dr. Daiches expressed the hope that the delegates 
would realise the difference in the attitude towards Jews in this 


country and that which was udopted by some other countries in

Butter, 4 ozs. One egg 
Strawberries, 1 Ib. Pinch of salt. 
Arrowroot, 1 teaspoonful. 

SIEVE te flour into a bowl; add a pinch of salt and rub in the butter, 
then add the sugar.

Creating Zionists 


MIGHTY TASK OF THE A.Y.Z.S. 

A Correspondent writes : 

It is very much to be doubted whether our Community in general 
are aware of the colossal amount of work put in by the band of young 
enthusiasts who form the honorary administrative staff of the Association 
of Young Zionist Societies. I was able to collect in the course of a chat 
with Miss Rita Lipton, the Association's Hon. Secretary, a number of 
interesting facts about the onerous work of the Association which, referred 
to more or less incidentally, showed even more vividly than the organisa- 
tion’s extensive reports, the magnitude of this lady's task. 

The A.Y.Z.8, have fifty-three affiliations comprising nearly three 
thousand members, and the zeal of these young people is reflected by the 
fact that besides paying regular subscriptions to the district body, they 


‘also pay a direct levy to the central organisation, this amount being 


entirely independent of affiliation fees. Most other movements find 
difficulty in getting their members to pay an ordinary weekly subscrip- 
tion. Moreover, the A.Y.Z.8., unlike most other Jewish representative 
bodies, do not find the various district bodies lagging behind in the pay- 
ments of affiliation dues. 

Contacts have been established by the A.Y.Z.S. with similar move- 
ments in America and South Africa, and it is hoped that in the near future 
this process of co-operation will be extended to all parts of the world. 
The Jewish National Fund received £1,200 last year from these. young 
Jewish Nationa ists, and during the same period they were instrumental 
in finding homes for 1,500 J.N.F. collection boxes. A special panel of 
lecturers has been formed for the inculcation of Zionist knowledge among 
young Jews, each speaker being an authority on specific subjects apper- 
taining to Zionist and Jewish ideology. This is a sound and practical 
method, for authentic facts served up in an interesting and attractive 
manner are the essential basis for genuine Jewish idealism.

Sir RoperT WALEY COHEN, K.B.E., presided and Lady Waley Cohen 
distr. buted the awards at the Annnal D.stribation of Prizes to the children 
attending the Cricklewood Synagogue Religion Classes, on Sunday morning. 

Definite progress was reported by the Hon. Superintendent of the 
Classes, Rabbi L. RABINOWITZ, who said that the roll was just over 169, 
the average attendance beng about 70 per cent. He appealed to the 
parents to send their children regularly and punctually to the Classes 
which now met four times a week instead of three, the hours being six- 
and-a-haifa week.

After Lady WALLEY CouEeN had distributed the prizes, Sir Robert 
delivered an aldress. He said that if they could imagine paying a visit 
to Palestine 2,000 years ago they would find that there were then, just as 
now, a great deal of material enjoyment and thought about prosperity. 
And if they: visited in their imagination the Roman governing classes in 
Jerusalem at that time, they would be impressed by the material prosperity 
that then existed. That, however, was not the thing for which the Jews 
cared. The Jews were thinking in terms of the spirit, and it was by their 
enthusiasm for religion and for the things which Judaism could give to 
the world that they were able then and could again now give their 
message to Mankind and hold up their heads before the criticisms of the 
whole world. In those classes, said Sir Robert, they learnt that although 
they belonged to a fine and virile race that had withstood persecution and 
come out on top, that would be of poor value if it were not for the fact 
that they stood for something far higher, for the forces of religion in the 
world. ‘They must be prepared to show by their example, by what he 
termed “ the prayer of action rather than the prayer of mere words,’’ that 
they stood for that ideal.

Zionism is slowly but surely penetrating into the souls of young Jewry, 
and while perhaps this process has not made satisfactory progress in all 
districts, such areas as Manchester, North Kensington and Golders Green, 
have become strongholds of Jewish Nationalism among the Jewish Youth, 
and the great ideal is gaining adherents daily. A movement for any close 
co-operation between the A.Y.Z.8. and the University Zionist Federation 
is on foot, and a general scheme has already been agreed upon. Only the 
details.are awaiting final settlement. While most representative bodies are 
talking about bringing Jewish youth together in one common movement, 
it seems that the “‘A.Y.Z.S."’ is carrying the obviously desirable step 
towards unity beyond mere discussion. 3 

A special scheme of the Association at present in hand is a collection 
which is to reach £500 for planting a grove of trees in Palestine as a 
memorial to Mr. Philip Herman, who did so much valuable. work for the 
Zionist youth movement. 


* Not by Bread Only ’’ 

** Young Zionists cannot be made overnight,’’ Miss Lipton pointed out 
in the course of conversation, “ Half the battle would be won if only the 
homes of the youth formed a background of Zionist idealism and Jewish 
Nationalism. Our young people should have their thoughts trained 
towards the ‘Great Ideal’ long before they are eighteen years of age, 
otherwise they are apt to look only on the purely material side of the 
Jewish question, and to forget about the great principles that are so 
necessary in the mental make-up of a zealot—and zealots we should be, 
where our National Home is concerned.” Miss Lipton contends that young 
people who merely buy a sheke! when they are approached should not be 
counted as Zionists. Their Zionist activity probably begins and ends with 
the purchase, The Association wants more thanthat. It wants people 
to be inspired by the constant thought : “ Next Year in Jerusalem.”’ 

This persistent and unsbakable faith in Herzl's prophetic vision is 
an ever-present factor in the type of mind which the Association seeks to 
create. Preparation for return to the National Homeland is therefore a 
necessary feature of the Association's activities and in readiness for the 
time when its members may settle in Palestine, the A.Y.Z.8. have formed 
a “Hebrew League” wherein young Jews may learn Hebrew in a 
common-sense and practical manner (very unlike the parrot method 
employed in many of our classes), and wherein they will have to converse 
in the language of their forefathers. 

Miss Lipton will be pleased to farnish young people with information 
concerning thcir local branch of Young Zionists. She will also see that 
they do not arrive at the local headquarters as strangers, and (if necessary) 
they will be provided with a letter of introduction, and the local secretary 
will be advised in advance.

The outstanding feature of the stock markets is the buoyancy 
of British Government securities. Large buying orders on the part 
of banks and other financial institutions are reported. Prices for 
some of the shorter-dated Government stocks are now at the best 
points ever recorded. Considerable appreciation in the longer, as 
well as the shorter, dated issues has been established in the last 
few weeks. This is rather exceptional during the month of June, 
when it is customary to find liquidation by financial houses for end 
of the half-year balance-sheet purposes. . The present strength 
indicates confidence in the future of this country. The favourable 
expressions of opinion made by the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
during the debate on the Finance Bill regarding future taxation, 
proved a stimulating factor. Most investment stocks are recovering 
in sympathy with the Funds, but other markets are suffering from 
the customary slackness of speculative operations at this season of 
the year. No decided setback is to be seen in prices in any section, 
%fachk which augurs well for the future. 


Brewerv Results 
An encouraging report is issued by Ohlsson’s Cape Breweries, 
Ltd., for the year to March 3ist last. As indicated by the increase 
in the final dividend recommendation of six per cent. against five 
per cent., there was an improvement in trading profits from £142,951 
to £145,598. With the addition of transfer fees and £51,173 brought 
into the accounts, the available balance of £196,855 compares with 
£194,978 a year ago. After paying the Preference dividends and 
nine per cent. against eight per cent. on the issued ordinary capital, 
there remains £53,059 to be carried forward.

AFRICAN & EUROPEAN INVESTMENT 


IMPROVED RESULTS AND OUTLOOK 


The twenty-ninth annual general meeting of the African and European 
Investment Company, Ltd., was held on 7th June in Johannesburg. 

Mr. Louis Marks, who presided, said it required but a brief examina- 
tion of the acconnts to appreciate the striking and pleasing change that 
had taken place in the financial position of the company and in the profits 
of the year under review. As far as one could judge, there was every 
reason to anticipate that the favourab® conditions which had now been 
established would continue to prevail, and so enable them further to 
pursue the development of their undertakings on a basis commensurate 
with the improved financial position of the company. Reccipts under the 
heading of dividends showed a slight increase over the previous year, 
while the profit on sales of shares, properties and farms, etc., amounted to 
£342,776, as compared with £31,843 for 1932. Rentals and farms revenue 
showed a decrease of £14,414, which was principally accounted for by the 
loss of revenue resulting from the sale of their freehold property in the 
City of London, known as Threadneedle House. The final result of the 
year’s transactions showed a net profit of £251,779, as compared with 
£10,394 for 1932. The Directors had appropriated £15,000 to form the 
nuc.eus of a staff pension fund; £70,000 had been transferred to general 
reserve account, and they recommended a dividend of 74 per cent. for the 
year, leaving £287,201 to be carried forward. 

With regard to the assets of the company, farms including expenditure 
on buildings and other improvements, stood at £1,100,226, as compared 
with £1,110,729 last year. Investments, deboutures and shareholdings 
totalled £1,207,571 of which the quoted securities taken in at cost, or 
ander, represented £990,690, as against £797,103 in the previous accounts. 
The r actual market valuation at 3lst December last was £1,294,926, but 
at to-day’s markct prices they showed a still greater appreciation. In 
midition, the company held very valuable options in important mining 
companies, which were not taken into aecount, but which in due course 
would prove of considerable value. The un yuoted securities stood at 
£216,881, as acainst £515,257 last year, and these included assets of con- 
siderable potential valae. The past year had been one of progressive 
improvement in the general condition of South. Africa, and both mining 
and industry had registered a rising barometer of prosperity. 

The directors had that morning declared a 5 per cent. interim 
dividend, payable out of the realised cash profits cgained since the 
commencenicnt of this year. 

The Report was unanimously adopted.

Owing to the international 
situation and to the conditions of exchanye, the overseas business had been 
difficult and restricted. For some years the company had been engayed in 
erecting part of the Grid System for the Central. Electricity Board, but the 
main coutracts were now completed and there were but minor extensions, of 
which they were getting a fairshare. It seemed probable that there would bea 
coutinual amount of busine “< of that kind to Ty secured AS the electrification of 
the country proceeded. 

In order that the Company’s manufacturing processes might be developed 
on the soundest porasible ines and also to secure bry daily research p rsistent 
investigation into possible developments, the Directors had separated and 
developed the research department at Wood Lane. Those research laboratories 
were to be opened on the following day by Lord Rutherford, the former 
President of the Royal Society.

SIR TOM CALLENDER’S REMARKS 

Sir Tom Callender, J.P. (Deputy-Chairman and Managing Director) said 
thatthere had been few contracts offering last year for the supply of heavy 
insulated cables, such cables as bad been required being mainly for inter-con-: 
nections and giving increased loads to existing mains, and they had had a good 
share of such cables and of their laying. On the other hand, he was glad to say 
that the number of orders which they had received for general mains and sub- 
sidiary cables was well in excess of thatin the previous year and showeda satis- 
factory increase from their old customers and from new localities, the current 
in which had become available by reason of the bringing into use of the Grid. 

In regard to the future, he thought they could look forward with reasonable 
anticipation to their balance-sheet for 1934. He felt confident that the demand 
for cables at home would be greater than ever owing to the constantly increasing 
use of electricity in every branch of the industry, due to the lower pt..es 4“t 
which current could now be sold, chiefly by the action of the Grid and its 
application to even rural districts hitherto beyond the scope of electric supply. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 

Sir Malcolm Fraser, Bart., G.B.E., said that it was his privilege to propose 
the re-election of Major-Gen. the Rt. Hon. Sir Frederick Sykes and Mr. T. O. 
Callender. It had been his good fortune to know Sir Frederica Sykes for a good 
many, years, and to have had first-hand knowledge of the sterling services which 
he had rendered to his King and country. Mr. T. O. Cailender was the son of 
the Managing Director and had quite justified his appointment to that position. 

The retiring directors were re-elected, and the proceedings terminated with 
a hearty vote of thanks to the Chairman, Directors and Staff.

Rabbis Lew, Twersky and Katznelenbogen, of Jerusalem, and 
Mr. A. M. Kaizer, on behalf of the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisa- 
tions, associated themselves with the welcome, 

Rabbi Hildesheimer expressed his thanks fo the gathering ana to 
Anglo-dewry for the welcome which he had received. No greater task to- 
(lay, he said, confronted world Jewry than the maintenance of its religious 
institutions. He had travelled many lands and he was more than ever 
convinced that without its religious and educational institutions Jewry must 
inevitably succumb. In this country there was a need for the strengthen- 
ing of Jewish religious consciousness. Orthodoxy had its tasks, which he 
felt could in a large measure be solved by its proper organisation and by 
an Agudist outlook on life. 

Mr. H. 4. Goodman, Chairman of the Agudist group of London, said 
he had recently returned from a visit to Poland, and had there seen how 
the spirit of Hirsch and Esriel Hildesheimer permeated the Jewish youth, 
how the writings and work of Rosenheim and Breuer influenced the lives 
of the masses. One trembled to think of the fate of those hundreds of 
thousands without that inspiring world-outlook for which they could not 
be sufficiently grateful to German-Jewish orthodox

Property Notes 


The proposed clearance of slum property which the National 
Government is contemplating, 1s & matter of importance to all 
Jewish and non-Jewish owners of such property in the Metropolis. 
The question was disc ussed at a luncheon held at Grosvenor 
House recently, with Lord Dudley in the Chair. Mr. H. J. Mitchell 
said that Great Britain was on the eve of a new era in building. 
The slum-clearance programme of the Government, he said, pointed 
to the erection of some 70,000 new houses a year for the 
next five years. The Chairman said that a study of the report 
of the Council for Research on Housing Construction would 
reveal the highly complicated -nature of the housing problem, 
and he believed that no real progress could be made towards the 
understanding of slum clearance until all its difficulties had been 
investigated and analysed in detail. Mr. L. Silkin, Chairman of the 
Housing Committee of the L.C.C., said that slum clearance was the 
higgest and most important of the housing problems with which 
the L..C.C. had to deal. In London there were not fewer than 35,000 
houses which would have to. be demolished, and he thought/i he 
public would be impatient if the Council did not make a ma. .«d 
impre gssion on the proble m in a conside rably s.orter per iod ty 
the ten years which tne predecessors of the present Council though 
would be necessary for the work. The problem in the main would 
have to be solved, he thought, by the provision of block tenements 
inside London. The L.C.C. considered they had a definite mandate 
to deal with the housing conditions of London with the utmost 
energy, determination and courage; and they intended to carry out 
the mandate.

Ohel at the Scala 


Hebrew Players’ Unusual Production 
Amazing Vitality and Sincerity 


NEW AND STIRRING FORM OF DRAMA 


The company of Palestine Hebrew Players, Obel, opened their 
London season at the Scala Theatre, on Wednesday evening, with 
Jeremiah,” by Stefan Zweig. Here we have a production utterly 
unlike anything you can see in any other London theatre—and, 
what is more important, a Jewish production of which we. as Jews, 
have every reason to be prond. 

In its unusualness, it is difficult fairly to describe in small 
compass. One feels that it is through and through Jewish, in the 
fullest and best, in the national, sense of the word. Any attempt at 
analysis reveals a host of contradictions and paradoxes, also 
typigally Jewish, of which the most amazing is the perfect organic 
th and harmony of these, intellectually considered, clashing 

words. It is steeped in that mystery of the new-old miracle of 
nich the Yishuv is the astonishing expression. Vigorous old age 
and sophisticated youth are conceptions which it would be grossly 
false to apply. How can one synthesise a freshness and vigour 
younger than the flowers in Spring and antiquity older than the 
Pyramids? If is this that these players express. 

Without seeing the original text of Zweig's play,,it is impossible 
to judge it in its Hebrew translation as a dramatic work. As 
presented by Ohel, “Jeremiah” relies for its dramatic efficiency 
much more on the group tempo, the mass suggestion of the actors 
than on the usual stage processes. The characters are stylised, 
their elaborate make-up suggests the Greek masks, and their 
significance is never personal. By lovely grouping and move- 
ment, by single statements and declamations they change the pitch 
of tension and maintain suspense. The beautiful Hebrew language 
is for them like some god-given instrument on which they play with 
a loving sincerity and a disarmingly primitive fervour. Earnest- 
ness, which so often with the Jew in Galut degenerates into 
tediousness and stodginess, with these actors has caught a 
divine spark and flashes across with a force that raises crudeness 
into beauty and simplicity and naivety into power. 

The series of moving tableaux depicting the oncoming of the 
Babylonians, the warnings of Jeremiah, the collapse of the Kingdom 
of Israel, and, lastly, the Captivity, of which the play is composed, 
are held together by a brilliant sense of rhythm-—indeed, rbythm 
dominates these actors, in speech, in movement and in gesture, 
And this is strengthened by Some very appropriate music, specially 
composed for the play. Another striking feature is the sense of 
composition which the producer, M. Halevy,; reveals. Always, the 
whole stage and its occupants are conscious of the formal arrange- 
ment of the scene. 

it is to be hoped that Ohel will receive the same enthusiastic 
support they won in Paris. London playgoers are somewhat conser- 
vative and there is always the fear of the language difficulty. But 
-intelligent Jews and non-Jews alike should not fail to visit these 
players if they have a sense of beauty and a receptivity for artistic 
truth in however unusual a form. One word of advice to Ohel: They 
must not forget that London loathes unpunctuality. Let them start 
sharp to time, cut their intervals to no more than eight minutes, and 
remember that Londoners infinitely prefer to leave a theatre early 
than to spend unnecessary time in it when the curtain is down. 


The members of the “ Ohel’’ company received a great ovation when 
they arrived from Par's in !.ondon on Monday at a reception to the Press 
that was given by the :onist Federation at Woburn House. Mr. LeVay 
Lawrence accorded the company a welcome, and Mr. L. Bakstansky, 
speaking on behalf of the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, 
said that they welcomed them not only on behalf of the Zionist Federation 
but on behalf of all Zionists in this country. Mr. Halevy said that they 
wore particularly interested in playing to the English public as the 
English people were so famous for their attachment to the Bible. 


Mr. Bridie in Lighter Vein 


“COLONEL WOTHERSPOON” AT THE “ ARTS.” 

It was scarcely necessary for Mr. Bridie, one of our leading 
contemporary playwrights, to make programme apology for abandon- 
ing, as he terms it, the serious insistence of the trombone for the 
light impertinence of the penny whistle. Mr. Bridie, like the wisest 
men, can relish nonsense now and then, to borrow a rhyme that 
used to do service in advertising a famous store—and this particular 
spot of nonsense from the author of “ Sleeping Clergyman”’ is a fit 
relish for many more besides its originator. With playful and 
pointed satice, the legs of the literary are duly pulled. A guileless 
innocent produces a trashy novel which turns out 4% best seller. But 
his lady love, cursed in the circumstances with v.:y correct literary 
judgment, is thrown on to the pinnacles of dilemma; for she must 
either sacrifice sincerity or risk offending her writer's sensitiveness. 
There was also a hypocritical old mother beautifully acted by Jean 
Cadell and a garrulous old fellow whose prophet of wisdom was a 
certain Colone! Wotherspoon, unseen in the play. It is a thoroughly 
delightful excursion and should be presented at a small theatre for 
the enjoyment of the elect. 


‘Juno and the Paycock ” 


O’CASEY’S CLASSIC AT THE “EMBASSY” 

Sean O’Casey’s fine play, which is being revived by the Irish 
Players at the Embassy Theatre, proves to have qualities of perma- 
nent appeal, which unquestionably entitle it to the adjective 
classic. The delicate understanding of character, and the complete 
sense of life compensate for. the somewhat awkward division in 


the story, dramatically considered, which first creates people who 
are inevitable architects of their own disaster, and then brings 
in the wrath of fate to send them on their pre or lained courses. 
The genius of O'Casey strides over this fault and it is of 
little consequence in the vivid aliveness of the play asa whole. 
The humour and pathos, the utter credibility of these feckless people, 
their strange gift of rhetoric comically girded in such poor equip- 
ment of expression, the peculiar thrill which this stage picture of 
slum life in Dublin produces—such things rise up and proclaim a 
genuine work of dramatic art. O'Casey has travelled far from 

Juno” to Within the Gates,” his amazingly fine work which 
London had little time to appraise at its true value, when it 
was given a short run recently; but in both we feel the dominating 
personality of the author with its tingling, exciting urge for 
expression. The Irish Players, and particularly Maire O'Neill, give 
brilliant acting, and one hesitates to ask Arthur Sinclair, so superb 
as the Paycock, not to allow his habit of dropping his voice to go 
beyond audibility, and also to rcmember there are limits beyond 
which an actor cannot hold up the tempo of the play with his own 
virtuosity. Fred O’'Donovan’s “ Joxer” is a perfect piece of work. 
The part of the daughter, I felt, was rather beyond Mary Allen who 
consequently frustrated Tony Quinn's opportunities in the third 
act, and generally there seeined a lack of unified command in the 
production from which both tempo and atmosphere suffered. But 
even so-— it’s a darling play i’ as Joxer would exclaim. 


“Non-Stop Very Sooth! 


“ WINDMILL” APPROACHING 4,000TH PERFORMANCE 

September 10th may seem a long way off, but in the astronomical 
figures one has to apply to the number of performances at the 
Windmill Theatre, it is almost to-morrow. On that date ~ Revue 
deville” will celebrate its 4,000th performance with a special gala 
night. Mr. Vivian Van Damm, the presiding genius at this unique 
little house of entertainment, must have been gifted with some 
prophetic intuition when he took the name of “non-stop” for his 
continuous variety performances; vears ago that was, when vaude- 
ville was shivering in aphelion of depression, hop -lessly remote, 
it seemed, from thé solar warmth of better times. “Non-stop” his 
enterprise has, in very sooth, turned out to be. And if it varies 
slightly in its brilliance from Revuedeville to Revuedeville—the 
current version is the forty-sixth—it merely shares the quality of 
even the most enduring terrestrial phenomena which, \ iewed across 
the horizon of geological time, have, all, their off days and their on, 
their better and their best. Number forty-six is only scheduled for 
three weeks. It is, perhaps, a trifle less robust in humour than 
usual, and the incomparable Gus has less opportunity than one 
could wish for his peculiarly warming cockney wit. A clever 
miniature ballet, “In Town To-night,’ charming soubrette werk 
from Doris Barry, rather a lot of “ inebrieties”’ from Bert Weston, 
and too little of Cedric Miller's particular form of funniness, are 
features of the show as well as, of course; the decorative delight of 
the Revuedebelles.

LACKING IN SIMPLICITY 

In face of a large battery of complimentary criticisms printed on 

the back of Edna Thomas’ recital announcement, I regret that “I! 
beg to differ.” Her recital at Wigmore Hall last week 
comprised negro spirituals, Oreole dance tunes, Harlem Market 
Cries and Louisiana “ Ballits,” this last word remaining inexplicable 
and without explanation from the artist. There were a considerable 
knawledge and original research undoubtedly displayed in Edna 
s’ recital, but her voice was so unsympathetic as to be anti. 


pathetic to negro spirituals, and the Louisiana “ Ballits” were 


as banal as our own English sentimental and comic songs 
at the turn of this century. One has only to remember 
how deeply and inexpressively moved the audience woubd 


be by any reasonably good negro singer singing “Gwina lay 
down ma burden” and compare this with the friendly but detached 
reception given it on this occasion, to realise how far Edna Thomas 
is from conveying the true pathos of such songs. The Creole dance 
tunes were delightful in their rhythmic movement, and the Harlem 
Market Cries an interesting collection, which however (and here 
one can only judge in ignorance) seemed to have been transmuted 
in the rendering. Miss Thomas provided a commentary that was 
usually interesting, but too frequently sentimental rather than 
aptly illustrative. A pleasant evening for the sophisticated, but 
lacking in that great simplicity which is great art. 


Lesser-Known Lieder

THE ANGELS 

In Talmudic times there was a belief that 
the bestowal of a particular name would carry 
with it the qualities which such a name 
implhed. It believed that 
unseen angels floating about And these angels 
liearing the spoken word eagerly fulfilled what 
the word denoted. “ How do we know,” said 
Rabbi Eleazar, “that the name of a person 
affects bis life?” and he proceeds to reinterpret 
the customary rendering of a verse in the 
Psalms (xlvi, 9), “Come, behold the workings 
of the Lord who hath accomplished MMW in 
the earth.” And the Rabbi says: ~ Do not read 
shamot - desolations’ but shemot ‘names. 
He thus implied that the Aimighty through 
His agents carries out what the name sug- 
gests. In. other words, in Rabbi 
view, the heavenly agents take a person at his 
name's value, endowing him with goodness 
and bappiness if his name sov-suggests. The 
reverse also applied.

story. He was travelling with two colleagues, 
Rabbi Jehudah and Rabbi Jose; and they put 
up at a wayside inn.

He thought to himself that he must be a 
wicked man, for he remembered a verse com- 
prising the words Ai dor (Deut. xxxii, 20):

The two 
other rabbis entrusted their purses to the inn- 
keeper over the Sabbath but Rabbi Meir hid 
his in a safe place.

To return to names—another bellef which 
was held in olden times, and still persists in 
many quarters, was that a change of name 
might avert misfortune. Thus if anyone was 
ill the patient's name would be changed and 
often a male would be given a female name 
versa. The idea was that the spirits 
entrusted with the carrying out of an evil 
decree would thereby be deceived. The demon 
would look for someone with a male name 
and hearing a female name would imagine 
that this could not be the person it.was look- 
ing for. Perhaps something of the same idea 
is to be found in a Talmudic dictum by Rabbi 
Jacob, who said: “ Whoever prays on behalf 
of another need not mention his name; as it 
is said (Numbers xii, 13): “Heal her now, O 
God, Thee. Moses pointed to 
Miriam and did not refer to her by name, the 
suggestion being that by pointing tothe person 
for whom one prays mistakes on the part of 
the angels are less likely to happen! You
